Three islands off the coast 
of Oak Bay have been de¬ 
clared off limits to the white 
man. 

Discovery Island and the 
Chatham Islands, owned by 
the Songhees Indian band, 
will remain closed “until the 
provincial and federal govern¬ 
ment get their heads to¬ 
gether and prov ide us with 
compensation at our price,” 
Chief John Albany announced 
Tuesday. 

Albany also had strong 


words for Premier Barrett, 
who has proposed the develop¬ 
ment of 90 acres of Discovery 
Island as a provincial i>ark. 

“If Barrett thinks he’s 
going to get 90 acres of our 
land he's got another think 
coming,” the chief said. 

Albany said the 166 Songh- 
ees are “getting tired of 
crowded conditions’' in 
Greater Victoria and many of 
them plan to move back to 
the islands and start building 
up the reserve. 


“We aren’t allowing any 
more trespassers — no more 
,duck shooting, clam digging 
or fishing on our islands. 

“And if the Oak Bay 
marina intends to' continue 
taxiing jieople out to Discov¬ 
ery Island, they better come 
get them out of the water lie- 
fore the tide comes in.” 

Albany did not say what he 
would consider fair compen¬ 
sation for white peoples’ use 
of the islands, but he enipha- 


denies

Colonist-Los Angtles Times Service 
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sized the government would 
“have to meet our price.” 

The southern 150 acres of 
Discovery Island were be¬ 
queathed to the provincial 
government by long-time resi¬ 
dent Capt. E. G. Beaumont in 
1967, but the Indians have 
maintained there are no of¬ 
ficial documents to indicate 
that the land ever passed out 
of Songhees hands. 

In the past. Albany has fre¬ 
quently complained of visitors 
to the island who have dam¬ 


aged Indian graveyards and 
stolen artifacts. 

He warned that “effective 
immediately” any trespassers 
on the islands will be greeted 
by Indians who will impose 
fines and "confiscate their 
boats or whatever they bring 
with them.” 

He did not specify how the 
no-visiting ban will be en¬ 
forced but he expects violent 
confrontations will be unlikely 
as &ng as white [>eople res- 
ped the Indians’ “right to con¬ 
trol their own land.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States 
federal energy administration has obtained price 
rollbacks totalling about $77 million to correct alleged 
overcharging on petroleum products by 14 oil com¬ 
panies, a spokesman said Tuesday.

Asked in a TV interview 
jfl why the U.S. could not apply 
“reasonable pressure” on 
Canada and other oil-supply¬ 
ing nations, Jackspn replied: 

"We sure looked foolisra put¬ 
ting the pressure on the Cana¬ 
dians, We asked the Canadi¬ 
ans to roll back the price of 
their oil. Do you know what 
the Canadians told us? 'Look, 
all we’re charging is what you 
permit your producers to get 
on unregulated oil.’ ”

tainly is” justifiable, Jackson - 
said. t

• The specific products de¬ 
signated to undergo price roll¬ 
backs. 

• Whether the rollbacks 
would be permanent, can¬ 
celling some price increases, 
or temporary, compensating 
for limited overcharges!-

‘Hanging won’t aid anyone 1 


OTTAWA (CP) - Solicitor- 
General Warren AUmand said. 
Tuesday he remains opposed 
to capital punishment; despite 
the murder last weekend of 
two Moncton, N.B., police of¬ 
ficers. 

“I’m still an abolitionist,” 
he told reporters. “I don’t 
think capital punishment does 


anything to help the victim's 
family or deter murder.” 

It was too early to tell how- 
much weight bis personal 
views would carry on any fu-. 
ture commutation decisions 
made by the cabinet. Allmand 
said the only, such decision 
made since he joined the cabi¬ 
net in 1972 was accompanied 


by a mercy recommendation 
from the judge and jury.* 
Prevention of crime and 
more effective prison rehabili¬ 
tation were where the empha¬ 
sis should be placed. 

In the Commons, Allmand

Wilson had succumbed to a 
rising clamor to clear away 
some of the mystery over 
Stonehouse's disappearance 
that has triggered lurid specu¬ 
lation in the British press and 
elsewhere. The clamor 
reached a peak Tuesday with 
press reports that Stonehouse 
had been a spy in the employ 
of the Czechs while serving as 
a minister in the 1964-1970 
Labor government, also head¬ 
ed by Wilson.

There were questions on 
why Mrs. Stonehouse took out 
in the weeks before his disap¬ 
pearance policies that irv 
cresed his insurance cover¬ 
age by a reported $165,000. 

She explained she had taken 
out extra coverage because 
she felt Stonehouse was 
"grossly underinsured."

Associates recalled that 
Stonehouse's car was badly 
damaged in a bomb explosion 
last May at London's 
Heathrow Airport. At about 
the same time, another bomb 
was discovered in a building 
beside the Stonehouse’s Ijon- 
don home. 

Normally, the government 
does not respond to press re¬ 
ports on security matters, and 
the opposition w'ondered if 
Wilson was establishing what 
it considered a dangerous 
precedent in commenting on 
Stonehouse’s disappearance. 

Opposition Leader Edward 
Heath declared that it w-as "a 
firmly held rule” that such 
statements be avoided. Wilson 
insisted he was not setting a 
precedent. 

Wilson declared that one 
reason he made the statement 
was "because publicity (about 
Stonehouse’s alleged spying) 
was not in the form of innuen¬ 
do but as statements of fact." 

Another reason, he said, 
was to give Stonehouse’s fam¬ 
ily "a little decent privacy 
and understanding" by shoot¬ 
ing down the allegations of es¬ 
pionage.

Can athlete's foot go in your 
najls and is there a cure for 
it?

me she went to a foot doctor 
who said there was no cure 
and she should have had the 
nails completely taken off 
when it first appeared, but it 
was too late then. I doubt if 
I would want my whole nail 
removed if that is the only 


answer. The doctor told me it 
was a fungus. E.P. 

What you were told by the 
dermatologist was correct; 
what the other woman said 
was not. 

“Athletes foot” is a fun¬ 
gus infection but different 
types of fungus can be in¬ 
volved. It (and some other 
skin diseases) can penetrate 
into the nails, and when that 
occurs, you have two choices 
use medications to bring the 
fungus under control and then 
wait for the old nail to grow 
out and have a new nail grow 
in healthy. Or, alternatively, 
remove the infected nail sur¬ 
gically and wait for a new 
nail to grow. This takes quite 
a few months.

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. . . where the beefalo roam 


T hat CROSS-BRED CRITTER, the beefalo, 
that's beginning to shoulder its way into the 
food markets, is arriving in good time. The big 
thing going for it is that it grows mightily on grass 
and other forage without need of grain. Its meat 
may satisfy the more affluent appetite, while the 
cereal it saves most certainly is needed for human 
consumption in areas of the world where hunger is 
starvation. 

Developed over the past* *three years by a Cali¬ 
fornia cattleman, Domenith C. Basolo, a so-called 
purebred beefalo is three-eighths buffalo, three- 
eights Charolais (a French cow noted for its im¬ 
mensity), and- one-quarter Hereford, the white¬ 
faced beef cattle most frequently seen on interior 
B.C. ranges. And Canadian farmers are more than 
a lit|le bit interested in the animal. 

Just the other day two Canadian buyers paid 
$10,500 for a half-beefalo heifer at an auction in 
South Dakota, which will be used for breeding. 
And that’s next to nothing in comparison to the 
purchase a few months ago by a Calgary cattle 
company of a prime beefalo bull straight from the 
Basolo’s foundation herd. Reports out of Chicago 
says the price paid was S2.5 million. 

It’s serious business, without a doubt. It is es¬ 
timated that there are 9,000 beefalo in existence 
today, and nearly half of them are being used to 
build up herds other than the One the Basolos are 
developing. It is expected that within the next 
three years there will be a sufficient number.of the 
animals for full-scale marketing of beefaloburger, 
beefalo stew meat, roast beefalo and beefalo steak, 


along with beefalo robes, rugs, moccasins, after-ski 
boots and other what-nots of hide and hair. 

Beefalo meat is said to be lean, has a faster 
cooking time than other meat, is rich and tender 
and with a most palatable taste. And the promise is 
that its choice-cut prices will range between 25 and 
40 per cent below current beef prices. 

On the beefalo’s eating needs, the claim is that 
the animal can grow to more than 1,000 pounds, or 
market weight, in 10 to 14 months as compared to 
up to 24 months,'for some cattle. And the meat is 
19 to 21 per cent protein while choice beef is only 
10 or 11 per cent. 

It thrives in all manner of climates, too. 
Strong like buffalo yet docile like beef cattle, old 
bee-lo grows a coat that keeps the heat out in 
California and in in Alberta, or so they say. The en¬ 
thusiasm is such that some big Texas talk of late, 
on reviving the longhorn breed of cattle because it 
gets along nicely on the ranges without any need 
for grain fattening, could be drowned out 

■ That would be tough to do, though. The breed 
was nearly extinct in the 1920s. Fewer than 400 of 
them survived, kept alive by & few ranchers for 
show, or out of love for an animal that had helped 
to shape America. Today the longhorn population 
has grown to 7,800 registered, purebred animals, 
thanks in part to its promotion by a Goliad, Texas 
rancher by name of Walter Scott, who was quoted 
in a recent Associated Press report as saying: 

“These cattle are not God’s ultimate gift to the 
cow business, but they are God’s gift and they have 
been forgotten and their genetic potential un¬ 
tapped.”

Faulty building blocks 


R ECENTLY WE HAD occasion to question some 
of the reported findings of the Economic Coun¬ 
cil of Canada pertaining to the quality of life in the 
country. Victoria was found, so the Toronto Star 
said, to have the best housing conditions, the third 
most expensive housing, behind only Toronto and 
Oshawa, and “average” air pollution levels. 

As the Colonist noted at the time, there was 
no way of disputing having the best housing condi¬ 
tions, as measured by the ratio of persons to 
rooms. But we doubted very strongly that Victoria, 
well ventilated with air fresh from the sea most of 
the time, had pollution levels at the average of 
other Canadian cities. We doubted, too, that Vic¬ 
toria houses were more expensive than homes in 
Vancouver. And with good reason, it turns out. 

A day or two after our doubts were expressed, 
the existence of a "residential market disparity 
chart” was reported — a chart prepared by Coast 
to Coast Real Estate Service, part of the A. E. 
LePage Ltd. company in Toronto. The chart as 
published, for prices to Sept. 30 of this year, does 
not list Oshawa, but it places Victoria fifth among 
21 cities* A house worth $50,000 in Victoria, ac¬ 
cording to this comparison, would cost $62,000 in 
Vancouver, $61,000 in Toronto, and $51,500 in Ot¬ 
tawa or Kitchener. Down at the other end of the 
scale it would be worth only $26,180 in Saskatoon.

Big issue at slake 


The need for an SIU inquiry 


The Economic Council’s figures were brought 
out as part of its first efforts to measure what 
three years ago it referred to as “the changing con¬ 
ditions of our society over a broad spectrum of con¬ 
cerns.” Ir> this year’s report the council, referring to 
the development of social as well as economic in¬ 
dicators, explains: 

‘The broader conceptual approach we have 
employed to look at the social system involves, 
first, a delineation of society’s basic goals and the 
division of tne system into areas of social concern. 
These areas may then be considered individually, 
each within the context of its own ends and objec¬ 
tives, for the purposes of gaining a better under¬ 
standing of their internal processes and of develop¬ 
ing indicators that measure the state of, and 
changes in, these areas . . 

Further, it says that, “In essence, by broaden¬ 
ing the framework for viewing the spectrum of 
socio-economic activities, we are really attempting 
to extend the understanding of what constitutes 
and affects the ‘quality of life’ in our society.” 

This object may be laudable, especially if the 
Economic Council manages some day to have a 
strong impact on government. But the value of its 
wprk is lessened if it constructs its “indicators” 
with faulty or outdated material. 


On what is arguably the 
loveliest island in the Hawaii¬ 
an chain, not far from the 
beach where South Pacific was 
filmed, a bizarre but fascinat¬ 
ing Franco-Japanese experi¬ 
ment in international togeth¬ 
erness has been launched. 
The. French are supplying 
that unique blend of sun, sea 
and sex in an exotic setting 
known as the Club Medi terra- 
nee: the Japanese are putting 
up most of the capital. 

The result is the Club Med 
Japan (CMJ), which has 
created on this dazzlingly ver¬ 
dant island of Kauai — a 25- 
minute plane ride from the 
all-American fleshpots of Ha¬ 
waii — a new Club Mediterra- 
nee, one with a difference. It 
was inaugurated at a gala 
opening recently in the pre¬ 
sence of numerous French. 
Japanese. American and 
other leaders of the travel in¬ 
dustry. by M. Gilbert Trigano, 
the chairman of this interna¬ 
tional enterprise. w r ho in 24 
years has planted CM “vil¬ 
lages” in 66 of the most delec¬ 
table-spots on earth. A robust 
54. with tousled black hair, he 
spends half the year with his 
family in Paris, the other half 
wearing a paroi. visiting his 
villages. 


Kauai - first marked on 
ocean charts in 1769 by Cap¬ 
tain Cook lives up drama¬ 
tically to anyone’s expecta¬ 
tions of a Pacific paradise, 
with its waterfall, lush fo¬ 
liage, sugar-cane" plantations, 
and tropic beaches that nestle 
between emerald cliffs which 
plunge into a translucent sea. 
The visitor drives through the 
elegant stone gates of Hanalei 
House, a one-time hottel for 
•the ultra-rich which has been 
made over in the club image. 

It is a place of peace and 
seclusion. No gras.< huts, but 
spacious, lava-built cottages 
going • down to the water's 
,edgo. each with a marbled

bathroom wtiich has bronze 
fittings, crystal sconces. Or 
one may sleep at the main ho¬ 
tel’s "Peacock Wing.” All the 
Club Mediterranee trappings 
are there — superb French 
food; dancing, a nightly caba¬ 
ret, tables for eight, with a 
change of neighbors for every 
meal; abundant sport — fish¬ 
ing, sailing, surfing: and noth¬ 
ing to pay for, except drinks, 
which you buy with beads 
from the string worn around 
your neck. 

M. Trigano agrees that the 
club has changed consider¬ 
ably since its fragile, pseudo- 
spartan beginnings, when a 
few hundred crazy Europeans 
were happy to go barefoot, 
share trestle tables and sleep 
“rough” in crude huts, so 
long as they could indulge in 
the things that really made 
"life worth living — i.e., that 
cuisine, unlimited good wine, 
a blissful bed, le sport and, 
above all, the sun. 

bver a drink at the Kauai 
club’s lavish bar, I suggested 
to M. Trigano that CM's new 
villages, rife with boutiques 
and beauty parlors, were be¬ 
coming sinfully luxurious. 

“Ah.” he smiled, “why 
.should we not have the best of 
everything, so long as the 
spirit, the first-name friendli¬ 
ness, the freedom from con¬ 
ventional restraints, are pre¬ 
served?” 

Tn terms of social change, 
light-years have passed since 
the Club Mediterranee started 
out more than two decades 
ago. but its soul, he insisted, 
was unaltered: “It is. — how 
to put it — life with a flower 
in the hair.” 

No doubt. But behihd the 
romantic facade, someone is 
minding the store, and M. Tri¬ 
gano confesses that CM had a 
shaky start. Paris bankers 
thought the idea of an all-in 
holiday with no-dressing-up. 


extras, or tips, w'as ridiculous. 
“But in 1960, we found a capi¬ 
talist who was not a capital¬ 
ist” The fairy godfather was 
the young Edmond de Roths¬ 
child, who had recently in¬ 
herited a vast fortune, 52 mil¬ 
lion of which he invested in 
CM.

Weren’t the Japanese 
rather too given to protocol 
and card-presenting for the 
informal traditions of the Club 
Mediterranee? 

"Well,” said M. Trigano 
benignly, “the Germans, the 
British, peitiaps even we 
French were like that once.” 
But if a tug-of-war between 
two very different life-styles 
sfmuld begin, what would hap¬ 
pen to the club’s evanescent 
Gallic mystique? 

"We shall see. Perhaps a 
shaking up will do us good. 
*A11 habits are bad, and the 
club has no rules, except — 
no rules.” 

The next plane from Tokyo 
brought a group of Japanese, 
blinking rapidly amid the en¬ 
gulfing Polynesian welcome 


of laughter, leis and kisses-on- 
hoth-cheeks. The chef de vil¬ 
lage, Alain Baheut, confided: 
“You see. we violate them, 
and they like it.” So much for 
protocol. In the discotheque, 
young people from Osaka 
were almost indistinguishable 
from Westerners. Next day 
they could be seen learning 
tennis and sailing together.

The case in favor of an in¬ 
dependent judicial inquiry 
into the practices of the Sea-

thing. 

Curiosity has been aroused 
concerning the relationship 
between federal Labor Min¬ 
ister John Munro and the 
union and the fact that he 
took a $500 campaign con¬ 
tribution wrtiich he later re¬ 
turned.

got him in our pocket”? And 
if, as Dr. Shulman states, it 
was not Mr. Munro who was 
“in the pocket”, which cabi¬ 
net minister was it, if any? 

Is there a scintilla of truth 
in the suggestion of James 
Todd, an ex-SIU official pre¬ 
sently working for the rival 
Canadian Maritime Union, 
that Hal Banks, in the old 
days, provided keys to a 
“playpen” apartment to men 
who were cabinet ministers at 
the time? According to Todd: 
“Banks had a two-way mirror 
in the apartment so he and 
his friends could watch the hi- 
jinks.” And if so. are the ex- 
minjsters in positions of any 
influence in the Liberal party 
today?

And why in heaven's name 
is evidence gathered by the 
Norris inquiry into this same 
Seafarers’ International Union 
more than a decade ago (now 
stored in the archlyes of Can¬ 
ada). not available to public 
scrutiny? Who is trying to 
hide whafi and why? 

While* the public has a right 
to know the answers 1o these 
questions, there are more fun¬ 
damental issues at stake. 

Does a labor union, any 
union, have the right to pass 
by-laws imposing stiff fines on 
members who speak to news¬ 
papermen or others outside 
the union? Is this not an in¬ 
fringement of civil rights?

Members of the armed 
forces are less severely regi¬ 
mented. and in their case 
they give up some of their 
freedom of expression on tak¬ 
ing the oath of office. Not so 
with the civilian sailors.

listing by a union official not 
a violation of basic human 
rights? Is blackmail, by any 
name, to be permitted? 

In the normal course, a 
royal commission inquiry or 
government aclion, or both, 
would be assured. The prime 
minister’s opposition, in this 
case, is too narrowly based. 
Of course he would prefer the 
Ontario government to lay 
charges where evidence 
exists. But this suggestion ig¬ 
nores totally the wider issues 
of union practices and the re¬ 
sponsibility for them in the 
case of. federally chartered 
unions. 

Ottawa’s reluctance to get 
Utvolyed can be explained in 
political terms — the embar¬ 


rassment that might accrue to 
the Liberal party and its fear 
of the union. 

James Todd recalled how 
SIU seamen were forced to 
work for Liberal candidates in 
Montreal. 

"They would pull all the 
-seamen’s union cards — and 
you can’t work without one,” 
he said. “You had to go out 
and work in the election cam¬ 
paign wherever you were sent 
in order to get your card 
back.” 

Fear of election workers 
being “mobilized” not for the 
party but against it, haunts 
the government. It should 
gather up its courage and put 
the public interest ahead of 
short-range political expedien¬ 
cy.

Different reactions 


If logic ruled the mood of 
nations the British should be 
sunk in gloom this winter and 
the French should be thanking 
their lucky stars. But after 
studying British and French 
reactions to the world eco¬ 
nomic crisis, two eminent 
French journalists have con¬ 
cluded that national character 
to the north and south of the 
Channel is developing along 
unpredictable lines. 

On the brink of economic 
ruin the British are unshake- 
ably contented, says Oliver 
Todd, author, broadcaster and 
deputy editor of the left-wing 
weekly Le Nouvel Observa- • 
teur. 

★ ★ ★ 

The French, on the other 
hand, who have good reason 
to be pleased with life, are 
“bitter and discouraged.” So 
decided Le Monde’s columnist 
Pierre Viansson-Ponte. a his¬ 
torian of Gaullist France. 

All Britain’s economic In¬ 
dicators are pointing down¬ 
ward, but Todd finds that the 
British give an astonishing 
appearance of affluence. 

“The so-called middle and 
aristocratic classes who are 
eenerally considered to be 
broke invade Harrods, Fort- 
num and Mason and other 
luxury shops,” Todd says. 
""Income tax is enormous, but 
very clearly leaves something 
to spare. Employees, workers 
and farmers in Leeds, Ply¬ 
mouth or Ipswich are spend¬ 
ing freely for Christmas.” 

In a Common Market poll of 
the nine members, the British 
come well ahead of West Ger¬ 
mans, French and Italians in 
the number of those who de-

clare themselves to be more 
or less satisfied with life — 85 
per cent. 

“They are bombarded with 
pessimistic predictions, they 
are battered with catastrophic 
statistics,” Todd writes. "And 
afterwards — so What? They 
walk .off armor-plated, placid 
if not delighted, clinging to a 
mixture of realities and illu¬ 
sions.” 

Oliver Todd, a wall-known 
TV personality in Britain, has 
travelled widely in thet 
country and speaks English 
fluently. He finds British self- 
satisfaction both impressive 
and tragic. He plainly feels 
that Britain’s unwillingness to 
face the possibility of disaster 
narrows the chances of es¬ 
cape. 

With the French it is just 
the other way round. There 
are clouds on every economic 
horizon in Europe, but 
France’s outlook is among the 
brightest. Yet the French are 
quaking with apprehension. 
The pessimism count has 
risen to 77 per cent in the lat¬ 
est opinion poll sounding. 

★ ★ ★ 

“To the eyes of the tra¬ 
veller who arrives from Turin 
or Dublin, from Barcelona or 
Manchester, and also from 
Athens, from Rome, from Ma¬ 
drid and even from London, 
Paris and France appear 
clearly privileged,” writes 
Pierre Viansson-Ponte. He 
feels that only perhaps in 
some regions of Germany and 
Switzerland can Europe com¬ 
pete with France’s appear¬ 


ance of “prosperity, well-be¬ 
ing and good living.” There ■ 
are people in France strug¬ 
gling with poverty, Viansson- 
Ponte notes. But the signs of 
poverty are hidden in the 
background, while opulence — 
however shallow and unfairly 
distributed — is what meets 
the eye. 

★ ★ ★ 

Viansson-Ponte finds / that 
the people in French streets 
may have a sad and nervous 
expression, but they look 
healthy and well dressed. 
Young women often wear at¬ 
tractive, fashionable, expen¬ 
sive clothes. 

And yet, to hear them speak 
you would think that the 
French were the most unfor¬ 
tunate people on earth. The 
pessimism is all-pervasive, 
according to Viansson-Ponte. 
“Employers or workers, civil 
servants or shopkeepers, 
teachers or pupils, city clerks 
or farm laborers, young and 
old, men and women, from 
north to south, they open their 
mouths only to complain — to 
regret the past, curse the 
present and fear the future.” 

Neither of these writers 
offers a prediction about how 
the moods of Britain and 
France will develop if the eco¬ 
nomic storm strikes. Is 
France’s foreboding just pes¬ 
simism — or is it a warning 
sign of an incapacity to bear 
even the smallest arqpunt of 
hardship? 

Is Britain’s self-assurance 
just blindness — or is 1 the 
contentment strong enough to 
withstand the decline of the 
standard of living on which it 
is based?

Speed limits not enforced

The euphoria of December, 197^?. is gone. Jhe image of 
Super Gough is no more. And after barely two years in office, 
the Labor government of Prime Minister Gough Whitlatn is 
fighting for survival. 


Since we have just returned 
from a trip to Nelson, Revel- 
stoke. Prince George, and 
down through the Fraser Can¬ 
yon, we found the comment 
by Gorde Hunter (Dec. 12) 
moat interesting. The high¬ 
ways of B.C. are posted, ap¬ 
parently at random, with 50 
or 55 mph limits. 

The usual traffic speed, 
which we also maintained 
when road conditions were 
suitable, is about 65. The new 
limits don’t seem to make 
much difference. 

There were, however, very 
few reckless drivers with the 
outstanding exception of one 
car which we passed while it 
was getting a ticket. 

Some miles later it passed 
us doing at least ^80 in a par¬ 
ticularly hazardous section of 
the highway. Not only was the 
driver sj»eedlng, but he was 
also driving most dangerous¬ 
ly, passing on a curve and 
double line. The ticket hadn’t, 
slowed him down much. 

The new speed limits seem 
to be another show of authori¬ 
ty by our government to 
prove to the public at large 
that they are indeed in charge 
of things. They have passed a 
law that the majority of peo¬ 
ple totally ignore, and which 
they are unable to enforce. 

Oh yes, they stop a speeder 
here and there, give him a 
few points on his licence, and 
send him on his way. proba¬ 
bly travelling even faster to 
make up for the time lost 
while he was .stopped. 

He is angry, which won’t 
make his driving any better, 
and is also signalling drivers 
coming the other way that 
there is a radar trap ahead, 
so they can slow- down just 
until they are passed it. 

The government makes 
stricter limits on people, the 
majority of whom have never 


had an accident in their lives 
and yet allows idiots like the 
one mentioned above to carry 
on endangering lives. Why? 

There are also many fieople 
still allowed to drive with 
dozens of points on their 
licences. Why? 

I think that the accident 
rate would be better improved 
by’enforcing the existing safe¬ 
ty laws and previous speed 
limits rather than by creating 
additional limits which sheer 
lack of manpower makes in¬ 
operable. 


One can draw a com¬ 
parison to the mother who 
makes innumerable rules for 
her children, threatens them 
constantly, yet can't under¬ 
stand why they don’t obey. A 
few rules, p roper l y enforced, 
work far better than many, 
unenforced. 

People who suggest the for¬ 
mation of a Highway Patrol 
for speed enforcement have 
obviously not considered the 
prohibitive expense in a time 
of widespread financial dif¬ 
ficulty- 


While a life is certainly pri¬ 
celess. it must be possible to 
effectively reduce the ac¬ 
cident rate by sentencing 
those who drive recklessly 
and drunkenly to mandatory 
jail terms. This should also 
involve e\|>ense, but far less, 
and also placate those wrho 
maintain that laws favor the 
rich.

For the "Lucky Country." it 
is an ironic turnabout in for¬ 
tunes. Virtually self-sufficient 
in food, minerals and energy, 
underpopulated and scarcely 
affected by the Arab oil em¬ 
bargo, few countries seemed 
as well equipped as Australia 
to ride out the global econom¬ 
ic crisis. 

But Australia in the last six 
troubled months has fallen in 
with the rest of the industri¬ 
alized world in the downward 
trend of its economy. 


Unemployment has reached 
its highest level since the 
Depression (3.2 j»er cent of 
the work force) and inflation 
is flirting with a 25 per cent 
rate. 

Rural industries have 
slumped and urban communi¬ 
ties have been shaken by 
bankruptcies, among them a 
major investment house and 
Australia’s largest construc¬ 
tion company. 

Union strikes have hit a 
record high this year, as have 
the average worker’s weekly 
wages (up 26 per cent). 

Few Australians, said op¬ 
position leader Bill Snedden, 


would have believed two 
years' ago that Australia could 
be transformed from a stable, 
achieving country into ti>- 
day's economic crisis. One of 
the best-managed economies 
in the Western World has be¬ 
come one of the worst. 


Although slow to react to 
changes, the labor party 
elected 24 months ago after 23 
years out of power, finally 
has been forced to abandon 
many of its commitments to 
basic labor-movement tradi¬ 
tions. 

In a dramatic reversal it 
has begun sounding surpris¬ 
ingly pro-business and anti¬ 
union in its latest pronounce¬ 
ments. Many unions, Whitlam 
said bluntly, are "out to 
screw the consumer.” 

Whitlam sent his treasurer, 
Dr. Jim Cairns, hurrying off 
to New York to persuade 
American businessmen that 
profit is not really a dirty 
word in Australia. As Cairns 
truthfully admitted, the un¬ 
certainty overseas on exactly 
where Australia stood on 
foreign investment had been 
caused partly by his own gov¬ 
ernment’s indecision and tar-

Underground living 
best way to save fuel 


By AL ROS8ITER

Instead of building up. two 
engineers suggest giving 
more thought to going un¬ 
derground to save energy. 

Thomas R. Bligh and Rich¬ 
ard Hamburger said in a Na¬ 
tional Research Council re¬ 
port that substantial amounts 
of energy can be saved by un¬ 
derground structures because 
the temperature beneath the 
esrth’g surface varies only 
slightly from the yearly 


average. Less heating is re¬ 
quired in the winter and less 
cooling in the summer. 

Over-all, the two engineers 
said energy consumption 
costs underground are typi¬ 
cally one tenth those of above 
ground structures. They noted 
that one fifth of all the energy 
used in the United States goes 
for heating and cooling. 

They are not suggesting 
that homes be buried beneath 
the earth’s surface, but they 
said considerable energy 
could be saved if living 


quarters were placed above 
ground with bedrooms, 
bathrooms and other rooms 
located beneath the surface 
but with window enclaves pro¬ 
viding access to the light and 
air above. 

A 10 - year evaluation of 
an underground elementary 
school opened in Artesia, 
N.M., in 1962 found no ad¬ 
verse psychological or health 
effects on students resulting 
from the subsurface environ¬ 
ment.

He engineered a more realist¬ 
ic, independeht foreign policy, 
sought advancement of the 
arts and more dignity for the 
Aborigines and ended, of¬ 
ficially at least, the white 
Australia policy. 

He spoke of buying back 
farms from foreign investors 
and to)d Australians to start 
believing in Australia. 

But from the beginning, 
Whitlam has been hamstrung 
by the labor ■movement ami 
surrounded by politically im¬ 
mature colleagues far less ca¬ 
pable than he. 

Fourteen of his 27 cabinet 
ministers have had no educa¬ 
tion beyond high school -an 
appropriate testimonial to a 
true labor movement but trou¬ 
blesome because some parlia¬ 
mentarians are sure among 
the simplest men to govern 
any westernized country. 

Their bickering, raucous be¬ 
haviour frequently is more be¬ 
fitting a grammar school stu¬ 
dent council than a federal 
legislative body. 


Many observers are already 
writing the Labor govern¬ 
ment's obituary. Whitlanj’s 
popularity rating with the 
public has sunk to 35 per .cent. 
Tlie Labor party received an 
embarrassing thrashing in the 
recent Queensland state elec¬ 
tions. Social-interest groups 
are defecting from labor 
ranks. 

"In the presenl political cli¬ 
mate in Australia,” writes 
The Bulletin, "an opposition 
led by a chimpanzee would be 
hard put not to regain govern¬ 
ment.”

"must have been the most, 
frightening sequence ol earth- 
quakes ever to occur in the 
United States.” 

Nuttli. professor of geo|h>- 
sius at St. Louis University, 
estimates from newspaper ac¬ 
counts of the damage and 
from the vast area coverej) 
that the three quakes had a 
magnitude of about 8 on the 
Richter Scale. That would he 
almost in the class of the 1806 
San Francisco earthquake. 

Because the earth’s crust 
tends to soak up earthquake 


energy in the west, but not in 
the cic>t. the Mississippi Val¬ 
ley q pakrs actually had the 
l>oten*hal for causing damage 
over touch greater areas. 

Nut ili said in a telephone in¬ 
tend* tw that slight to moder¬ 
ate sgnsmic activity continues 
in th-o Central Mississippi Val¬ 
ley. indicating that a very 
larg«N tremor could occur 
againi. He said there now is no 
way | to predict when such 
quakf‘* would again hit the 
arta*. but he said a similar 
earthquake could strike as 


soon as tomorrow or. as late 
as several tltousand years* 
1 from now. A small magnitude 
1 tremor occurred last April 
‘‘Perhaps the greatest 
danger of all arises from Hie 
sense of complacency or per¬ 
haps total ignorance about the 
potential threat of a large 
earthquake.” NuttJi said. He 
noted that people in the cen¬ 
tral and eastern slates are far 
less aware of tremors than 
Californians. 

Nuttli said the numlier of 
deaths from the 1811 quakes 


is unknown hut lie said the 
toll probably was not large 
because the area was sparse¬ 
ly itopulaled. Log cpbins in 
the area withstood the shak¬ 
ing well but chimneys were 
reported down as far away as 
I^Niisville. Ky. 

"The scene w-as one of dev¬ 
astation in an area which is 
now the southeast part of Mis¬ 
souri. the northeast part of 
Arkansas, the southwest part 
of Kentucky and the 
northwest part of Tennessee,"

PRINCE GEORGE (CP> —

Council decided Monday to 
urge Alf Nunweiler, minister 
without portfolio responsible 
for northern affairs and a 
local MLA, to pressure the 
premier to take action in the* 
dispute. 6 . 

The railway has been shut 
down since Nov. 21 by 550 
striking shoperaft workers. 

Aid. Howard Lloyd and 12 
other representatives of mu¬ 
nicipalities on the B.C. rail 
line discussed the problem 
with Labor Minister William 
King last Thursday. 


Lloyd told city council Mon¬ 
day that ai>parently nothing 
was accomplished at the 
Thursday meeting because 
when company and union rep¬ 
resentatives met Monday the 
session ended abruptly within 
20 minutes. 

He said many pulp mills in 
the B.C. interior have “satu¬ 
rated the market” with un¬ 
bleached pulp because chlor¬ 
ine normally brought hi by 
B.C. Rail is unavailable. 

He said five or six pulp 
mills in the interior will have 
to shut down in January if the 
strike continues. 

Lloyd, a logging contractor 
and shareholder in North 


Central Plywoods Ltd. here, 
said he believes the Essential 
Services Continuation Act 
could be applied in the dis¬ 
pute to get men back on the 
job while an inquiry commis¬ 
sion looks into the situation. 

He said although the act 
was an emergency move to 
get lower mainland firemen 
back on the job in an August 
dispute, he believes it -could 
be proved that B.C Rail is an 
essential service to interior 
communities. 

Lloyd said the dispute is 
“really getting carried to the 
extreme” and the unions in¬ 
volved are “treating this 
thing altogether too frivolous¬ 
ly” 


In Vancouver. B.C. Railway 
negotiators said they hope to 
resume discussions today with 
union leaders who stalked out 
of Monday’s meeting. 

“We hope to be getting to¬ 
gether again, maybe only by 
telephone, to settle on some¬ 
one (art industrial inquiry 
commissioner) who is accept¬ 
able to both sides and can, 
I>erhaps, bring us together,” a 
spokesman said Monday. 

The unions continue to com¬ 


plain that B.C. Rail’s wage 
offer hasn’t changed since 
Nov. 11. 

The company is offering an 
increase in wages and bene¬ 
fits erf 19.5 per cent over nine 
months, or a pay hike of 87 
cents an hour on a base rate 
of $5.77 in the contract which 
expired Oct. 31. 

The unioos are demanding a 
total increase in wages and 
benefits of 30.6 per cent over 
nine months, or a $ 1.25-boost 
in the base rate.

Thursday is a bad day for 
bicyclists, according to the 
Canadian Automobile Associa¬ 
tion. , 

The association recently 
canvassed 124 Canadian mu¬ 
nicipalities, ranging in popu¬ 
lation from 5,000 to 600,000 
and compiled a number of 
statistics on bicycling safety: 

• The safest place to ride 
a bicycle is in a big city and 
the safest day is Sunday. 

• Bicycle injuries and fa¬ 
talities tripled during the last 
four years, mostly for riders 
aged five to 19. 

• Collisions with cars are 
the most common mishap. 

• Ideal weather conditions 
produce the most dangerous 
cycling time, accounting for 
more than 82 per cent of 
deaths and injuries. 

• Most dangerous man¬ 
oeuvres are improper turns, 
failure to yield and disregard¬ 
ing signs and signals. 

Cities with populations from 
25,000 to 100,000 report a 
death-injury rate of five cy¬ 
clists per 10,000 population, 
while the metrojxrfitan areas 
with populations of more than 
20,000 have a rate of only 2.3. 

The accident statistics show 
Thursday is the most danger¬ 
ous day and 3 p.m. to 6 p.m. 
the most dangerous time. 

There are an estimated 
.2.600.000 adult and 3,000,000 
children’s bicycles in use on 
Canadian roads, the rcj>ort 
says. 

Sales in 1973 were 1,100,000 
and are expected to reach 
1,500,000 this year. Prior to 
the bicycle boom in 1971, 
average yearly sales were 
400,000. 


Judge reduces charge 


A victoria charge of at¬ 
tempted murder was reduced 
Tuesday in Victoria Provin¬ 
cial Court by Judge William 
Ostler following a preliminary 
hearing into a charge that 
also included counts of rape 
and car theft. 

Ostler declined to commit 
Richard Wayne Steele, 18, of 
1040 Rockland, to a higher 
court for trial on the attempt¬ 
ed murder count but said he 
proposed to do so on a lesser 


count of causing injury by 
criminal negligence. 

A He took the same stand on 
the other two counts but for¬ 
mal committal was delayed to 
Jan. 8 at the request of de¬ 
fence lawyer Brian Smith. 

Steele was charged Nov. 19 
with attempting to murder a 
Victoria man Nov. 18 by run¬ 
ning over him with a motor 
vehicle, with theft of a motor 
vehicle Nov. 18 and with rape 
early Nov. 19. 


Details of the case could not 
be published because of an 
order covering bail discussion 
and given by Ostler at the 
request of the defence. A sim¬ 
ilar no-publication order was, 
issued later covering evidence 
during the hearing. 

Bail wos set Nov. 19 at 
$9,000 and Steele has remain¬ 
ed in custody since then 
although Smith said Tuesday 
the bail might soon be raised.

The debate that did take 
place on the bill, which would 
give all MPs and senators a 
50-per-eent increase in |>ay 
and tax-free allowances, fea¬ 
tured an angry ^change that 
focused on Ed Broadbent, 
NDP parliamentary leader. 

The exchange arose out of 
government statements that 
members of all parties, in¬ 
cluding Broadbent’s, had been 
consulted about the proposed 
increases. It * ended after 
Mark MacGuigan (L-Windsor- 
Walkerville) stated flatly that 
while NDP members had not 
been on an informal salaries 
committee, “the NDP 
members participated in that 
consultation.” 

Ibis brought a chorus of 
whoops from Liberals and 
MacGuigan added that there 
was “very considerable sup- 
jtort” for salary increases 
among the NDP members. 

Earlier, howls and jeers 
greeted Broadbent when he 
began asking questions relat¬ 
ed to the proposed increases, 
the first voted since 1971 when 
MP’s basic salaries went to 
$18,000 from $ 12,006 retroac¬ 
tive to Oct. 8, 1970.' at that 
time, expense allowances 
were increased to $8,000 a 
year from $6,000. 

The new' bill would increase 
MP’s basic pay and tax-free 
allowances to $39,000 from 
S26.000 and senators’ to I 
$33,000 from $22,000. It also | 
would boost the prime min¬ 
ister’s parliamentary income 
to $86,000 from $53,000 with 
similar increases for other 
party leaders, cabinet min¬ 
isters and Hoose.officers. 

Broadbent had told report¬ 
ers Monday that although he 
apposes the bill, he will ac¬ 
cept the increase if it is ap¬ 
proved against the NDP’s 
wishes. 

The NDP’s main complaint 
is that Parliament should not 
approve its own raises and 
this drew sympathy from 
Govern ment House Leader 
Mitchell Sharp. 

Starting the short debate 
Tuesday, Sharp said that al¬ 
though it was “one of the 
most distasteful tasks," he 
felt salary increases were 
overdue. 

He said he would be derelict 
in his duty if MP’s salaries 
were not brought into line 
with those available in pri¬ 
vate industry and elsewhere 
in public set vice. 

“By and large, members of 
Parliament are still being 
paid as though being 
members . .. was a part-time 
occupation.” 

However an MI?’s job was a 
full-time occupation that often 
resulted in longer hours than 
In private industry. 

Sharp said a senior aider- 
man in Toronto now gets 
$36,500 a year, including 
$12,000 tax-free expenses, plus 
a car and driver. 


VANCOUVER tCP) - Agri¬ 
culture Minister David SttK* 
pich told a B.C. Supreme 
Court justice Tuesday that he 
and Premier David Barrett 
agreed during a meeting 
more than two years ago that 
the B.C. egg marketing board 
and six egg producers should 
be persuaded to reach an out- 
of-court settlement in a dis¬ 
pute over assessments. 

"My two recollections of the 
meeting in the premier’s of¬ 
fice in October, 1972. are that 
the premier suggested there 
should be a settlement of the

areas,” he said. 

Stupich was testifying in a 
case involving six producers 
who are being sued by the 
board for alleged non¬ 
payment of assessments. 

The six producers - Vee- 
kins Poultry Farm Ltd., fchi- 
lako Farms Ltd., and Savo 
Kovachich. all of Prince 
George; Samson’s Poultry 
Farm (1973) Ltd,, Terrace: 
Hans Egb, Vanderhoof, and 
William H. Sutherland, Ques- 
nel — are counter-suing for 
alleged business interference 
by the board. ^ 

Stupich said he did ndt re¬ 
call Barrett saying the agri¬ 


culture minister's head would 
roll if he didn't help the pro¬ 
ducers. 

"I would have been sur¬ 
prised if he had said it." Stu¬ 
pich said. 

'lbc ren ark was allegedly 
made during the meeting at 
which egg producers were re¬ 
questing a settlement of levies 
owned them by the board and 
requesting increased egg pro¬ 
duction rights. 

The minister said an agree¬ 
ment was reached during the 
meeting but said he met with 
producers later and indicated 
they could expand their pro¬ 
duction with market growth. 

Producers in different areas 


are assigned production 
quotas by ihe.board so that 
province-wide production re¬ 
mains at a set level.

The B.C. Corrections 
Branch will be extending a 
trial system of making the 
punishment fit the crime to 
nine centres in the new year,’ 
including Victoria. 

The system, called' the com¬ 
munity work service pro¬ 
gram. has been operating on 
a limited scale in Courtenay 
for nearly- two years. 

Tony Sheridan, executive 
director of the community 
corrections division, said it 
will be extended next year to 
Prince Rupert. Vernon, Co¬ 
quitlam. Prince George. Ab¬ 
botsford, Campbell River. 
New Westminster, Victoria 
and Vancouver. 


A 27-year-old Langford man 
was in good condition Tues¬ 
day in Victoria General Hos¬ 
pital after a fast-moving res¬ 
cue effort that brought him 
burns and a broken foot but 
got his two young sons to 
safety as their home burned 
around them. 

I-angford fire department

Victoria motorists unlucky, or unskilful, 
enough to get their fenders dented will have 
to keep paying a $2 an hour surcharge to the 
area’s body shops to get those dents re¬ 
paired. 

That unpleasant possibility became a cer¬ 
tainty Tuesday, when the government-owned 
Insurance Corporation of British Columbia 
adopted a take-it-or-leave-it position on its 
offer pi $15.50 an hour for repair work under 
Autoplan, the corporation’s provincial auto 
insurance scheme. 

That offer was rejected Monday night by 
25 Victoria body shops at a meeting of the 
Automotive Retailers’ Association to which 
most area body shops belong. 

Only four of the 29 body shops represented 
at Monday’s association meeting voted to ac¬ 
cept the latent ICBC offer which would give 


die shops a $1.50 an hour raise over the 
present $14. hourly rate. 

Nine other area shops, also members of 
the association were not represented at the 
meeting, according to Denis Butner, Victoria 
auto body shop chairman of the retailers’ as¬ 
sociation. * 

Burner said the members of his association 
would not accept anything less than $16 an 
hour for body work, then added that rate 
would go up again May 1, when new labor 
contracts take effect. 

Local body shops, he said, will continue to 
levy a $2 an hour surcharge — payable by 
the individual motorists, since ICBC will not 
pick up the tab r - until at least Jan. 1.

Foulkes 
said, the "middle class, whom 
physicians represent” can af¬ 
ford medical services, and

Foulkes suggested that 
medical costs should be paid 
out of general revenue and 
explained that although most 
lieople believe everyone is 
covered by medicare, some 
residents of northern commu¬ 
nities are not 

Even in Victoria, he said, a 
physician with a practice 
among native people, new im¬ 
migrants and the poor 
couldn't make a living ( on a 
fee-for-service basis because 
i* large percentage of his pa¬ 
tients weren’t covered by me¬ 
dicare. 

In one northern B.C. com¬ 
munity, about 35 per cent of 
the area residents aren’t cov- ^ 
ered by the universal medi- / 
care plan, he said.

Foulkes report 
misrepresented 


A 1971 Saskatchewan study 
showed, Foulkes said, that de¬ 
terrent fees deny doctors’ ser¬ 
vices to those who need them 
most — particularly those 
w ith large families. 

And, he added, studies by 
the Quebec government show 
that the present system of fi¬ 
nancing medical care favors 
the "well-off, not the poor.” 

Banks told a meeting of the 
Victoria General Hospital 
board last month that medi¬ 
care premiums are "too low" 
and said it is unfortunate that 
deterrent fees have been 
abandoned because they are 
politically unpopular. 

Banks, past president of the 
Canadian and British Medical 
Associations, told the board 
that medicare premiums 
should be tied to the cost of 
living and said that covering 
medical insurance from gen¬ 
eral provincial revenue, as 
Saskatchewan does, is a mis¬ 
take. 


The Foulkes report on 
health security in B.C. has 
been publicly misrepresented, 
its author complained Tues¬ 
day. 

"It’s been said that my re¬ 
port advocates a massive bu¬ 
reaucracy,” Dr. Richard 
Foulkes said, while it really 
pushes for community control 
of health care withih a new 
(regional) system. 

Government involvement in 
all facets of life has become 
more prevalent, Foulkes said, 
as society demands more and 
more government services. 

To arrest that trend without 


jeopardizing services, Foulkes 
saicr, he ts suggesting that 
control be taken from the 
hands of the "silent but pow¬ 
erful” bureaucrats and placed 
with professionals and citi¬ 
zens at the local level. 

Foulkes said his recommen¬ 
dations for change are 
"pretty radical” and imple¬ 
menting them might put too 
heavy a burden on the politi¬ 
cians. 

To carry out his recommen¬ 
dations would require a 
“great deal of money and ab¬ 
solute commitment" by the 
government, Foulkes said. 


Banks also said hospital co- 
insurance should nofcbc aban¬ 
doned, but Foulkes called the 
$l-a-day hospital charge "pa¬ 
tently stupid.” 

It doesn’t serve as a deter¬ 
rent. Foulkes said, because 
people who need hospital care 
will be admitted by their doc¬ 
tors even if they don’t have 
the money. 

Under federal-provincial 
cost-sharing agreements, co- 
insurance costs the province 
about $1 million a year in fed¬ 
eral grants, Foulkes said, 
without considering the costs 
of collecting the co-insurance 
charge.

Connell’s company provides 
concessions at five race 
tracks.

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Finley’s suit may slow price war 


We have been picking holly on our Langford Lake proper¬ 
ty for the past two or three weeks, but in the last few days 
Km? lards have been competing with us for the berries. 

Normally the birds move in just after Christmas, but this 
year they are earlier and more aggressive than usual. We 
wonder if that indicates a rough winter up-coming, or maybe 
just that it has been so mild a fall that the berries are 
succulently ripe (for birds) earlier than usual. 

It seems a migratory thing. Knowing they will come, we 
always have left some berries for them. 

First come the robins which are here now. Then come the 
cedar waxwings and the band-tailed pigeons, grosbeaks and 
other varieties. 

We aren't really up on our bird identification, but we 
don’t tire of watching them through the kitchen and front 
room windows. 

We look for these tree birds and their chatter and songs 
just as much as we look forward to the return of the Canada 
geese and their honking along our lakeshore. A couple of 
weeks ago, some swans settled on the lake, but only for a day 
or so. The mute swans left when the speedboats were still on 
the lake. 

What we would really love to hear again is that intriguing 
melancholy call of the loon. We have a loon, or northern 
diver, every couple of hundred yards along our Sooke sea¬ 
front, but several year sago the loons — always only a pair 
for as far back as we can remember, say 50 years, - - disap¬ 
peared from Langford Lake. 

We have a family of otters use our wharf on die lake . . . 
and they make quite a mess. At this time of year they crawl 
up the drain pipe which comes up under the road and re¬ 
enters at the top of our yard. 

It is an interesting sight to see a big otter streaking 
across the yard, sometimes with our Labrador Little Jo in 
hot pursuit. These otter have a second home in the yard of 
our neighbors, Harold and Idyl Goodmanson, and they have 
their young there and bring them down to the lake when they 
are big enough. 

This week our ring-necked pheasants, which have been 
visiting every winter for years, reappeared in the upper yard. 
So far it has only been the cockbird, which is a little more 
venturesome. 

The hen pheasant shows herself once in awhile, but she is 
quite cautious. Occasionally a second cock pheasant appears. 

Deer don’t appear as frequently as they used to, but we 
have the occasional visit, sometimes three together. 

The wild rabbits are comparatively new, only having ap¬ 
peared on the Island in the past four or five years. But. we 
have our pair, and we enjoy watching them in the evenings 
and early mornings. 

Little Jo gives them the occasional chase, but they come 
back. Wife Taffy makes sure there are a few apples left on 
the ground, and we note the nibble marks on them next 
morning. 

★ ★ ★ 

All this brings us to an intriguing idea now being promot¬ 
ed by the National Wildlife Federation which is urging a new 
concept in gardening. 

•Wildlife including rarely-seen birds, small mammals, 
and even non-poisonous reptiles —.can become the mosi 
colorful and intriguing part of your garden if you plan it 
right," says the Federation. 

Its new concept in gardening calls for city dwellers, as 
well as suburbanites, and owners of country estates to en¬ 
hance interest in their plots by making them attractive habi¬ 
tats for winged, furry, and crawling creatures. 

It can be done by providing the right plants for food, ade¬ 
quate water, shelter and nesting places. 

“A garden receptive to wildlife will let you claim kinship 
with the creatures awaiting you outside your back door, for 
your sake as well as theirs," observes the Federation. 

The idea is the outgrowth of an article titled, Invite 
Wildlife Into Your Backyard, which was published in the 
April-May 1973 issue of the magazine National Wildlife. That 
article brought requests for a quarter million reprints. 

So the Federation decided to provide more.information on 
the subject in book form. Gardening With Wildlife was 
published Nov, 15 by National Wildlife Federation, 1412 16th 
St. N.W.. Washington, D.C. 20036. It is 191 pages, 118 color 
photos, 129 line drawings, and sells for $10.95 until Jan. 1, 
$12.95 after that. 

Many well known nature writers have contributed. 

Roger Tory Peterson, the distinguished ornithologist 
writes: "Hie imaginative gardener sows his borders, not only 
with red, pink and yellow hollyhocks, but also with red cardi¬ 
nals, rosy purple finches and yellow grosbeaks." 

.. This guide to attracting and enjoying fascinating crea¬ 
tures in your backyard contains garden plans for all North 
American climates and for virtually every small animal, ex¬ 
cept the skunk. 

It also includes a chapter about remedies for some prob¬ 
lems posed by wildlife such as rabbits nibbling the tender 
bark on young trees or shrubs.

NEW YORK (AP> — 
Charles O. Finley, owner of 
Oakland A’s of baseball’s 
American League will file suit 
this morning in an attempt to 
prevent Jim ‘Catfish’ Hunter 
from selling his pitching ser¬ 
vices to another major-league 
team, the Associated Press 
learned Tuesday night. 

Marvin Miller, president of 
the Major League Baseball 
Players Association, said the 
suit would be filed in Superior 
Court in Alameda County, 
Calif., by Finley's attorneys. 


Earlier in the d$y commis¬ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn had lifted 
his ban on major-league clubs 
dealing with Hunter, who was 
declared a free agent Monday 
morning by a three-man arbir 
tration panel. 

Kuhn’s decision apftarently 
had cleared the way for the 24 
league clubs to approach 
Hunter with their offers. 

But Miller said it was possi¬ 
ble that a temporary restrain¬ 
ing order could halt such ac¬ 
ton. 

"I’d say the chances of any 


permanent injunction being 
issued are a million to one," 
Miller said. "But a temporary 
order depends on the judge.” 

Jerry Kapstein, an attorney 
who has acted as a legal ad¬ 
viser to Hunter, said the tem¬ 
porary order would be sought 
in Alameda County because 
that court has jurisdiction 
over Hunter’s contract. 

"Mr. Finley certainly has 
the legal right to go into 
court, but my opinion is that 
the arbitration will be bind¬ 
ing,’’ said Kapstein. "I don’t 


know what legal step;* Mr. 
Finley will take, but in the 
end, I believe the arbitration 
will be upheld." 

Miller said representatives 
of the players association 
would appear in court 
Wednesday. 

The^ commissioner told the 
24 teams that they could ap¬ 
proach Hunter this morning 
and that they could sign the 
pitcher anytime after mid¬ 
night Sunday night Dec 22. 

"The purpose of this proce¬ 
dure is to assure Jim Hunter 


access to all clubs and to as¬ 
sure also all clubs a fair <>[>- 
portunity to prepare them¬ 
selves and to discuss the situ¬ 
ation with him," the commis¬ 
sioner sa«d. 

Hunter achieved the free- 
agent status w hen the arbitra¬ 
tion panel ruled that Oakland 
owner Charles Finley had 
breached his contract with the 
pitcher. 

Kuhn’s ruling left the way 
open for a possible price war 
for the 28-year-old pitcher 
who has won 106 games in the 
last five seasons with the A’s. 


Speculation has centred on 
baseball's richest franchises- 
Los Angeles Dodgers, Boston 
Red Sox, New York Mate and 
New York Yankees and the 
clubs appeared ( ready to make 
their offers. 

Meanwhile, Hunter’s lawyer 
said his client is in no great 
rush to decide where he’ll 
pitch next season. 

“My advice to him has 
always been to take his time 
listening and considering the 
offers.’’ said lawyer Jerry 
Kapstein.

Chris MeCarron, who looks as 
if he should be in junior high 
school rather than at a race¬ 
track, set a world record by 
riding his 516th winner of the 
year in the seventh race Tues¬ 
day at Laurel. 

The 19-year-old apprentice, 
who had won two races Mon¬ 
day to tie Canadian Sandy 
Hawley’s one-year record of 
515 winners, broke the mark 
by winning a stretch duel 
from his older brother, Gregg. 

Chris, riding 3-to-S favorite 
Ohmylove, lost the * lead to 
Gregg’s Boston Ego on the 
turn in the seven-furlong race 
but regained it nearing the 
finish and won by a nose. — 
The record breaker came a 
little irore than 10 months 
after Chris won his first race 
and “is about the same" 
when it comes to his top 
thrill. 

Then he added to his 
record, guiding Apres Vous to 
victory in the eighth race for 
his 517th w inner of the year. 

The freckle-faced, red- 
haired kid from the Boston 
suburb of Dorchester finished 
third in the first race, skipjied 
the second and then had three 
fourths and a third. 

Then came his record 
breaking duel with his 
brother, which was watched 
by their father, Herbert, from 
atop a stand in the winner’s 
circle. 

It was Gregg’s success as a 
rider that made Chris decide 
to give it a try. Gregg, a 
successful rider for several 
years, won more than $100,000 
last yrar-and will top that fig¬ 
ure again in 1974. 

Chris’ earnings by ihr end 
of this year will be about 
$250,000. 

MeCarron broke the Missis¬ 
sauga. Ont.. rider’s record 
with his 2099th mount in 1974. 
Hawley set his record aboard 
1195 horses in 1973. 

Chris was working as an ex¬ 
ercise boy at Laurel last year 
and saw Hawley break Bill 
Shoemaker’s record of 485 
winners, set in 1952. He also 
watched Hawley win his 
500th, and his 515th on the 
final day of the year. 

MeCarron rode his first 
race Jan. 24 at Bowie and 
then got his first winner Feb. 
9 at the same track. From 
then on ih has been smooth 
sailing. On five occasions he 
had ridden six winners and in 
the month of November he 
rode 77. 

He was given more opportu¬ 
nity to add to his winning 
total when the Pennsylvania 
Racing Commission stayed a 
five-day suspension against 
MeCarron which was sup- 
|K»sed to begin Wednesday. 
The stay will he in effect until 
a hearing on MeCarron’s ap¬ 
peal ean he held at a later 
date. 

The horse on which MeCar¬ 
ron broke the record was a 


three-year-old colt owned by 
Mrs. Samuel Pistorio and 
Richard E. Deutrow. He paid

U.S. senate 
admits girls 
to baseball 

.WASHINGTON (AP) The 
United States Senate has 
voted to give girls the same 
chance as boys to play Little 
League baseball. 

But in a separate action It 
voted to exempt such groups 
as the Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, Campfire Girls, the 
YMCA. the YWCA and sorori¬ 
ties and fraternities from the 
provisions of federal sex anti- 
discrimination laws in higher 
education. 

The Little league bill now 
goes to President Ford. Spon¬ 
sored in the Senate by Sena¬ 
tor Roman Hruska, Rep. Neb. 
it strikes the word "boy" 
each time it appears in the 
Little League’s 1964 congres¬ 
sional charter and replaces it 
with the words, "young peo¬ 
ple."

"Those owners excluded 
would be given a full refund 
of their nomination and entry 
fees," he said. 

It costs $100 to nominate a 
thoroughbred for the Derby 
and $4,000 to enter him in the 
race. 

The directors gave no ex¬ 
planation for increasing in¬ 
field ticket prices, hut board 
chairman Thruston B. Morton 
said recently that the 98.000 
fans packed into the infield 
this year created "a pntential- 
ly dangerous situation." 

Some infield s [tecta tors 
broke through a fence and 
climbed atop an infield tote- 
board. Others ran onto the 
track before, during and afler 
the Derby. 

The 100th running of the 
Derby last May attracted a 
record crowd of 163.628 and a 
record starting lineup of 23 
three-year-olds.

St. Louis Cardinals and Buf¬ 
falo Bills, each in the Na- 
tional Football League 
playoffs for the first time in a 
long time, are expected to be 
out of them in a very short 
time — i robably after this 
weekend. 

If patience is a virtue, the 
Bills and Cards already have 
one foot on the road to New 
Orleans and the Super Bowl 
on Jan. 12. But. more often 
than not, playoff experience 
has proven to be a major iac- 
tor in post-season success. 

That, along with the usual 
offence and defence mat¬ 
chups, is probably one reason 
why St. Louis, as the National 
Conference East champion, is 
rated a seven-point underdog 
to the Central Division-win¬ 
ning Vikings in Saturday’s 
playoff opener in Minnesota. 

And it’s also why the Bills, 
who earned the wild-card 
play-off berth in the American 
Conference, are six-point un¬ 
derdogs for Sunday’s game in 
Pittsburgh against the 
Steelers, champions of the 
Arc Central Division. 

The Bills haven’t extended 
their season beyond the 
14-game schedule since the 
mid-tJOs when they ruled the 
roost in the old American 
Football League. 

The Cards have been Wait¬ 
ing even longer. In fact. St. 
I^ouis has been waiting forev¬ 
er. 

The Cardinals last won a 
division title in 1948 when 
they played out of Chicago a 
year after winning the NFL 
championship. 

It wasn’t until 1960 they de¬ 
cided to move the franchise to 
St. Louis. 

That city had held an NFL 
team briefly — an 1934 when 
Cincinnati Reds, after losing 
their first eight games of the 
season, moved to St. Louis, 
renamed the team the Gun¬ 
ners, and lost two of their 
next three before the club 
folded. 

The experience factor isn’t 
controlling all the clubs, 
though. Miami Dolphins have 
been to three straight NFL 
championship games and 
have won the last two. but the 
AFC’s Eastern champions are 
three-point underdogs to the 


West’s best, the Raiders, for 
Saturday’s game in Oakland. 

In Sunday’s other game. 
Los Angeles Rams, who took 
the NFC West title, are three- 


point favorites to beat the 
wild-card Washington Red¬ 
skins, who scored a 23-17 vic¬ 
tory over the Rams just two 
weeks ago.

For some head coaches in 
the National Football League 
December is playoff time, for 
others it job-hunting time. 

By Tuesday — two days 
after the end of the regular 
schedule — two NFL head 
coaches had been fired, one 
had quit under pressure and 
at least one other was in 
serious danger of losing his 
job. 

Nick Skorich of the Cleve¬ 
land Browns and Abe Gibron 
of the Chicago Bears have 
been fired, and Dan Devine of 
the Green Bay Packers has 
quit to take over as head 
coach of Notre Dame. 

All three had losing records, 
and the Browns and the Bears 
finished last in their divisions. 

The popular choice for De¬ 
vine’s replacement is Bart 
Starr. 

A 17thKiraft choice In 1956, 
Starr quarterbacked the 
Packers, when they dominat¬ 
ed the league under the 
coaching of the legendary 
Vince Lombardi. Starr was 
also the offence coach of the 
1972 title team. 

He has rejected other NFL 
coaching jobs but says he is 
interested in coaching the 
Packers. 

Marion Campbell, who re¬ 
placed Norm Van Brocklin at 
Atlanta mid-way through the 
season, is in danger of losing 
his job after a 3-10 season. 

One coach who is sure of 
having a job next season is 


John Ralston of Denver Bron¬ 
cos. He finished with a 7-6-1 
record and a second-place 
team and was rewarded with 
a five-year contract.

Two men broke into the He¬ 
meon home on the morning of 
Oct. 28, forced Mrs. Hemeon 
to phone a $3U.0(X) demand to 
her husband and then tied her 
up before leaving. Hemeon 
took the money to the UVic 
stadium parking lot as direct¬ 
ed. 

Police were alerted after 
Mrs. Hemeon gained her free¬ 


dom and reached UVic short¬ 
ly after Hemeon. No one 
showed up to make an at¬ 
tempt to remove *the money 
from Hemeon's parked car. 

Shortly after the Victoria 
case. Smith was arrested in 
Surrey and charged in the 
Vancouver incident. Major 
differences between the two 
were the amount of money. 
$20,000 in Vancouver, and the 
fact the extortionist got away 
with the money.

"We have already spent be¬ 


tween $70,000 and $80,000 at 
the University of B.C. on ‘the

Assessment chief quits 


Chief assessment commis- 
*iooer Percy Wright has re-, 
sig.ved and will leave his job 
at th» end of the year. 

Wright’s resignation has 
l>een accepted "with sincere 
regret" by Premier Barrett. 

As head of the newly- 
fortned B.C. Assessment Au¬ 
thority. it was Wright who 
told the government several 
months ago that its year-end 
target for 100 per cent assess¬ 
ments throughout the prov¬ 
ince was premature. TYie gov¬ 
ernment. during the fall ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature, lifted 
the year-end deadline while 


stating that the 100 per cent 
assessment target was still 
being sought. 

Announging his resignation, 
Wright said .‘t was "definitely 
for personal reasons. I have 
been happy to have been part 
of the formation of the assess¬ 
ment authority which just has 
to work.” 

Wright originally retired 
from government service in 
March but was asked by Bar¬ 
rett to stay on until the 
assessment authority was 
properly launched.

Equal chance 
best medicine 


Indian students should have 
more opportunity to get into 
medical s*Jkx>1 , but education 
standards should not be cut to 
procFice more Indian doctors. 
Dr. Richaid Foulkes said in 
an interview Tuesday. 

Indian graduates must be 
as competent as white doc¬ 
tors, Foulkes said, hut society 
should tackle those factors 
which make it difficult for In¬ 
dian students to finish high 
school. 

Foulkes, director of the pro¬ 
vincial health department's 
health security program, and 
author of a report on health 
security In B.C., said society 
has to be careful to avoid 
racist techniques to solve the 
problem of discrimination. 

"Why should native people 
he treated by people with 
lower standards?" he asked. 

But he adoied, there have to 
he some "equalizers” in the 
medical sc hool admission 
process, which, he said, is 
biased toward middle class 
whites living on the Ixnver 


Mainland. The University of 
British Columbia in Van¬ 
couver has the province’s only 
medical school. 

Foulkes called the low 
levels of Indian education a 
"national disgrace” and said 
"the most important thing is 
to tackle the things that pre¬ 
vent Indians from going 
through to a university educa¬ 
tion." 

"What chance does an In¬ 
dian kid have of going to med 
school?” Foulkes asked. 

He praised the work of the 
B.C. Metrical Association’s In¬ 
dian health committee, which 
rejx>rted that Indian health 
problems are caused by po¬ 
verty and a lack of self- 
respect. 

Foulkes suggested that, in¬ 
stead of lowering standards to 
produce more nati^ doctors, 
medical schools could elimi¬ 
nate unnecessary’ courses ar^ 
subsidize medical school stu¬ 
dents so they could study all 
year.

'‘They are behind us in 
many respects,” he said, “but ! 
in limb-grafting they can i 
teach us a great deal. They | 
are way ahead of us. Just as :

diac surgery. They are inter¬ 
ested in our techniques and I 
want to see more of our doc¬ 
tors interested In their tech¬ 
niques.”

She even conducts the Israel 
Philharmonic (not even too 
many Israelis have that privi¬ 
lege).

But from 
the moment they trust me, I 
don't sec any difficulties. So I 
would say that every place 
that I come to, the upbeat is 
difficult, before starting the 
conducting.” 

Currently Miss Atlas is in 
the U.S. to give lectures in 
Boston, Washington, D.C., and 
Cleveland.

'Patrick can’t spell 


ABERNATHY. Tex. (UPI) 
— Even though Christmas is 
still a few days off, it’s al¬ 
ready been a joyful year for 
six-year-old Patrick Lewis. 

The pixie-sized second- 
grader, a victim of multiple 
birth defects, can now get 
around wherever he wants to 
go. For Pat, even that is an 
accomplishement. 

The youngster refuses to let 
the fact he has no natural 
arms or legs overshadow his 
ambition or enthusiasm. 

"To Pat, handicap is only a 
word he cannot spell," said 
Alma Ruth Patterson, his 
schoolteacher. 

"He didn’t get his artificial 
arms and legs until a year 
ago, and lie got his wheel¬ 
chair only recently. But he 
makes the best of his situa¬ 
tion.” 

At school, he and another 
youngster who also has a 
wheelchair sometimes like to 
race in the hallways. 

"We are glad to see a little 


of this, and we encourage him 
at many things,” said Miss 
Patterson. 

\ "As this Christmas season 
approaches, sometimes we 
like to get all involved in our 
own problems* But seeing 
Pat, and the way he is work¬ 
ing to overcome his handi¬ 
caps. one gets a new meaning 
of the real Christmas' sea¬ 
son." 

Mrs. Inuos Bell Lewis, his 
grandmother and guardian, 
said the Scottish Rite Hospital 
in Dallas last year donated 
the artificial arms and legs he 
wears, and this year he was 
given the chair. 

"We are so pleased that 


people still care — and are 
willing to help,” she said.

"Pat is bright and creative, 
and will be employable as an 
adult at any task that ex- 
eludes ponderous paper 
work,” Miss Patterson said.

PARIS (UPI) - The new 
artist who has hit Paris is 
young, pretty and shy. And 
her name is Picasso. 

Marina Picasso, 25, grand¬ 
daughter of the late Pablo Pi¬ 
casso, made her debut Tues¬ 
day at the opening of her first 
exhibition of ceramic sculp¬ 
tures in the Matignon 34 Gal¬ 
lery. 

Miss Picasso said she never 
dreamed of trying her hand at 
painting: "That would be too 
difficult because of my grand¬ 
father. 

"But he did not make his 
original triumph ip pottery," 
she said, and this gave her 
'the courage to design 27 sim¬ 


ple ceramic works in abstract 
or vase-like forms that she 
says do not echo her grand¬ 
father's whimsical ceramics. 

To start under his name "is 
an advantage at the begin¬ 
ning," she mused, "but the 
critics will judge me more se¬ 
verely. Each person must 
make his own personality, not 
a copy. That would not be 
honest." 

Mafina looks like a Picasso 
model — long, straight blonde 
hair, large round eyes, 
straight eyebrows. She is the 
daughter of Picasso’s only 
legal child. Paulo, and Emi- 
lienne Lotte, Paulo’s first 
wife. 


Miss Picasso frankly told 
how she became an artist to 
try to get over a nervous 
depression caused by family 
wrangling and tragedies that 
followed Picasso’s death 20 
months ago. 

Marina and her brother, 
Pablito, have said they were 
prevented by Picasso’s last 
wife, Jacqueline, from seeing 
their grandfather the last 10 
years of his life. After he died 
they were barred from en¬ 
tering his home or going to 
his funeral and Pablito re¬ 
turned home in what he called 
despair to drink a bottle of 
laundry bleach. He died of the 
after-effects.

Consumer's Association of 
Canada said this week. 

By 1980, the percentage is 
expected to almost double. A 
full 60 per cent of diaper 
changes in Canada will in- 
v o 1 v e disposable paper 
diapers, first introduced in 
1936. 

As with almost every mod¬ 
em "convenience", advertis¬ 
ing often makes it difficult for 
consumers to decide which 
disposable diaper is best suit¬ 
ed to their individual needs. 

After almost a year of re¬ 
search, the CAC believes it 
may have the answer, or at 
least part of the anwer. 

Disposable diapers, its re¬ 
port says, are the most expen¬ 
sive method of keeping a 
baby dry, costing between 
$3.39 and $9.15 for 80 diapers. 

In comparison, six dozen 
diapers a week from most 
diaper services (including 
those in Victoria) will cost be¬ 
tween $3 and $3.75. 

Washing your own comes 
considerably cheaper: Even 
including the initial invest¬ 
ment of about $6.50 a dozen 
for cloth diapers, • the baby 
who goes through six dozen 
diapers a week (accounting 
for two trips to the laundro¬ 
mat to wash the three dozen 
diapers most families buy) 
will cost his parents only an 
average of $2 a week for one 
year. 

Washing at home is even 
less expensive. 

The question of ecology is a 
difficult one in the diaper 
area: Pollution experts, CAC 
reported, say it is impossible 
to state categorically that 
flushing disposables into the 
sewage systems of Canada’s 
cities and towns is more 
harmful to the environment 
than the detergent or soap 
used to wash cloth diapers 
streaming into the water¬ 
ways. 

Such being the case, eco¬ 
logy-minded families can 
choose between cloth and dis¬ 
posable diapers without trou¬ 
bling their consciences much 
about whether the method 
they select is "better" than 
the others. 

For those who select the 
disposable method, the 
parents in the CAC survey 
rated seven of the most com¬ 
mon brands. 

Proctor and Gamble’s 
Pampers were the disposable 
most preferred. 

Ranging from a low of $4.51 
to a high of $8.73 for 80 
diapers (prices vary accord¬ 
ing to size and absorbency. 
Pampers were judged easy to 
put on and remove, less apt to 
tear than most, least likely to 
leak and most likely to pro¬ 
vide a good fit.

LONDON (Reuter) - As 
women shed their traditional 
female roles they may also 
shorten their life expectancy, 
a British government survey 
says. 

A girl born in 1974 can ex¬ 
pect to live 75 years com¬ 
pared with a boy’s 69. But the 
increase of smoking by 
women has been accompanied 
by a rise in lung cancer. 

As women move towards 
more traditional male pat¬ 
terns, there may be a tend¬ 
ency for them to buffer the 
same complaints and acci¬ 
dents and for their life expect¬ 
ancy to move more in line 
with that of men. said the an¬ 
nual survey Social Trends, 
issued by the statistics office 
here. 

"Although women can ex¬ 
pect to live longer than men 
at the moment, they do not 
necessarily have a healthier 
life," it said. 

There also was evidence to 
suggest women might suffer a 
higher incidence of mental 
illness than men, the report 
added.

Pampers, Comfees and 
Sears Soft were all rated 
above average by the CAC. 

Kendall C>. Ltd.’s Curity 
diapers were rated fourth in 
the survey, tying Scott 
Paper’s Baby Scott products 
for that slot. 

Curity was reported to have 
a price range between $3.97 
and $7.66, the diaper was re¬ 
ported unlikely either to shred 
or stick to the baby’s skin. 

Absorbency is rated 
average but disposal is on a 
par with Comfees, that is. 
more difficult than most. Like 
Sears Soft, Curity cannot be 
flushed, but must be shaken 
into the toilet, then thrown in 
the garbage. 

Baby Scott diapers were 
rated equal to Curity in most 
regards, though prices were 
slightly lower ($3.44 to $5.73, 
but requiring a special pair of 
rubber pants, priced at about 
70 cents). 

Baby Scott was rated lops 
in absorbency, but that plus 
was offset by its being found 
to leak and spill more than 
any other brand tested. 

Because the diaper has no 
plastic lining, disposal is sim¬ 
ple. The entue diaper can be 
flushed. 

S.S. Kresgc Co.’s K-Mart 
brand was rated sixth, being 
judged more difficult to put on 
and remove than most, more 
apt to leak and spill and more 
likely to tear. 

Ranging ia price from $3.79 
to $6.05. it was found to be the 
least adequate in conforming 
to the baby’s body. 

Disposal involves removing 
the plastic outer liner and 
flushing the remainder of the 
diaper.

Flushabyes have no protec¬ 
tive plastic lining, must be 
held in place with pins, were 
rated low in absorption quali¬ 
ty, tore most often, tended to 
shred and stick more often 
than others and was the only 
product where any significant 
incidence of rash was noted.

Vancouver guests were al¬ 
ready en route by the time he 
r eached Victoria airport.

Because it was not, and be¬ 
cause he found the airline’s 
"inefficiency” to be "damn¬ 
ed galling," Charman said 
he would like to see an 
investigation of PWA by 
"competent government auth¬

Are you between 65 and 69? 

Then you have a choice... 

Apply now and start receiving your monthly CPP retirement 
pension. No more need to retire to collect benefits. (Once 
you start receiving your pension, however, you can t make 
further contributions to the Plan.) 

OR 

Continue to contribute to the CPP and possibly build up a 
larger retirement pension to commence at a later date. 

Continuing to contribute is also a way to qualify survivors 
for benefits if you have not already done so. (When 
approaching age 70. you should consider applying tor your 
retirement pension because after 70 you may no longer 
contribute to the Canada Pension Plan.) 

NOTE: Before making your choice you may wish to seek 
advice from the nearest CPP office. The staff will be 
pleased to help you. 

Are you approaching age 657 

If you have made your choice and want your CPP retirement 
pension to commence as early as possible, you should apply 
two or three months before your 65th birthday. 

NOTE: There is no provision for retroactive payment of 

retirement pensions between the ages of 65 and 69. 
So if you're in that age group or approaching it, 
get advice as soon as possible? 


Do you now receive a CPP retirement pension? 

As of January 1st, 1975, your pension will no longer be 
affected by any money you earn thereafter. 

Other Changes: 

The earnings ceiling—that is, the maximum amount on which 
contributions can be paid and on which benefits can be 
calculated—is being raised to $7400 in 1975 and to $8300 m 
1976. The initial amount of earnings, on which you are not 
required to contribute, will be $700 in 1975.

Ney, a child psychiatrist 
and member of Emmanuel 
Baptist Church, said “if I 
have contributed anything of 
significance, I want you all \o 
realize that what I am, the 
education I have, my under¬ 
standing of children, has all 
be given to me. 

“God made and motivates 
me and God gets the credit 


for what I am able to do that 
is constructive. If I love chil¬ 
dren, it is because of the love 
He has given me. 

"That love we remember at 
this time of year because God 
sent His only child, Jesus 
Christ, to be the Saviour of 
men.” 

Ney went on to say that 
while he is leaving die school 
board he is not losing interest 
in education, and he remains 
concerned with children 
whose “lives are distorted, a 
good part of which is the re¬ 
sponsibility of the education 
system.” 


In what Greater Victoria Li¬ 
brary Ik>ard c hairman Shirley 
Dowell described as a break¬ 
even provisional budget, mu¬ 
nicipalities will be asked to 
increase their contributions 
by 18 per cent in 1975. 

Mrs. Dowell told library 
board members Tuesday that 
,the provisional budget of 
SI,553,235 was the result of 
careful cost-cutting. The 1974 
budget was $1,250,237. 

She said the budget, which 
does not include any addi¬ 
tional costs resulting from 
settlement of current union 
negotiations also does not pro¬ 
vide for any new services. 

More than $90,000 was 
slashed from the original bud¬ 
get to reduce costs. Mrs. Do¬ 
well said there was no provi¬ 
sion in the 1975 budget for the 
purchase of art reproductions 
or National Film Board re¬ 
leases. 


Tapes aid 
inquiry 

MONTREAL (CP)-Thirty - 
four "spool pigeons” — or 
tapes of wiretapped telephone 
conversations—have aided a 
government inquiry into con¬ 
struction industry problems 
which adjuomed for a month. 

Conversations, recorded by 
police between January. 1973, 
and June, 1974, have exposed 
loansharking, assault, fraud 
and other operations run by 
some major union figures, as 
well as corrupt relations and 
collusion among several 
union, employer and govern¬ 
ment representatives. 


Mrs. Dowell said library 
costs were greatly affected by 
the higher costs for (>aper 
products. Books alone, she 
said, woultT cost 25 per cent 
more In 1975. 

In other business, the board 
agreed that municipal mayors 
should meet the library board 
to discuss future library ex¬ 
pansion and the replacement 
of the central library building.

An architectural report on 
the library building and annex 
said neither were suitable for 
expansion or retention. 


Library Director Don Miller 
told boardmembers that stu¬ 
dies showed the bookmobile 
service should be reduced 
from six to five days. He said 
lack of use warranted cutting 
the service completely in Oak- 
Bay and in five areas in the 
city and two in Saanich by 
February 1975. 

Music lovers may have to 
l>ay to use the library’s 
records and' 1 'tapes. The board 
instructed Miller to study the 
feasibility of charging for the 
service for which more than 
$15,000 is budgeted in 1975. 

E.D. Ward-Harris .joined the 
library board Tuesday as 
Saanich’s representative re¬ 
placing Brian Tobin.

Garden notes 


As I have mentioned before, 
it isn’t all beer and skittles 
when yon try to select a 
Christmas gift for an ardent 
gardener. 

Many folks, faced wHh this 
problem, decide wisely to 
steer away from the tools, 
gimmicks and gadgets and 
concentrate instead u|>on se- 
•lecting a good book on gar¬ 
dening. 

The annual avalanche of let¬ 
ters asking for some recom¬ 
mendations has been flooding 
my desk for some days now, 
and I thought it might be use¬ 
ful if I described a few more 
recent arrivals to my book¬ 
shelves. 

it it ir 

In recent years, I have been 
recommending The American 
Home Garden Book, published 
by Evans-Lippincott: This is a 
big book of 512 pages, going 
quite deeply into the theory 
and practice of gardening. 

It is a bit expensive, 
though, and r>erhai>s a bit too 
complete in its treatment for 
the average backyard put- 
terer. 

In contrast, there is a book 
called How to Grow Almost 


Everything by Stanley 
Schuler, also published by 
Evans-Lippincott. This one 
gives no theory at all; it sim¬ 
ply lists a plant and tells you 
how to grow it in one short 
paragraph — bing, just like 
that* 

★ * * 

I don’t think I have ever 
seen a garden book quite so 
concise as this one: it tells 
you as much as you need to 
know' and no more. 

It lists well over a thousand 
different flowers, vegetables, 
trees, shrubs, vines and hou- 
s♦'plants, and there is an ex¬ 
cellent cross-index whereby 
you can find your problem 
plant whether you know it by 
its Latin botanical name or its 
common English nickname. 

One book which has given 
me much pleasure is A Fresh 
Herb Platter, by Dorothy 
Childs Hogner, published by 
Doubleday. 

it it It 

I have always been interest¬ 
ed in herbs, both culinary and 
the subject, and have collect¬ 
ed a total of s\x books on the 
subject; this is the one I like 
best. 


Mrs. Hogner not only lists 
and describes the herbs and 
tells how to grow them, she 
gives also a number of her fa¬ 
vorite recipes, all of them 
mouth-watering and none of 
them too ’’fancy’' for every¬ 
day use. 

Her sour cream potato 
salad has become a favorite 
in our household, and her 
chapter on green salads has 
changed our whole approach 
to this dish. 

Incidentally, she has a down 
on cider and white vinegar 
8nd thinks a wine vinegar is 
the only civilized kind. 

★ ★ ★ 

The “in” thing in gardening 
nowadays is phytoillumina¬ 
tion. which means growing 
plants under artificial light, 
and this is becoming more 
and more popular every year. 

Many folks who can’t afford 
or haven’t the room for a 
greenhouse are constructing a 
garden room, or even just a 
garden bench, in the base¬ 
ment and growing their plants 
under fluorescent lights. 

This system has many ad¬ 
vantages, chiefly the freedom 




from heating costs; all you 
have to do is supply the light, 
and this is inexpensive with 
fluorescent fixtures. 

The best book I have run 
across on this subject is Gar¬ 
dening Under Lights, by Elvin 
McDonald, published by 
Doubleday. 

In it, McDonald describes 
how anyone, even an apart¬ 
ment dweller with just a 
spare closet or even a book¬ 
shelf, can have a beautiful 
and healthy garden without 
ever having to rely upon natu¬ 
ral sunlight.

He answers in detail the 
many questions that come to 
mind in this sort of operation: 
How close to the lights should 
African violets be grown? 
How- many hours of light per 
day for Gloxinias? How do 
you get short-stemmed, com¬ 
pact chrysanthemums instead 
of tall, lanky ones? 

In the back of the book 
McDonald lists the names of 
firms supplying the lights and 
fixtures. plants. cuttings, 
seeds, fertilizers and the like; 
unfortunately, only U.S. firms 
are listed.

There is something terribly am¬ 
bivalent about the devotees of any 
game or hobby or pursuit — they want, 
at the same time, both popularity and 
exclusivity.

For five bucks. I flew up¬ 
side dowm held only by a safe¬ 
ty belt in the open cockpit, a 
few loop-the-loops, a falling 
leaf or two plus a couplp of 
straight-up stalls. 

It was my first flight and to 
this day people are always 
amazed how easily I relax in 
an airplane. 

Three years later — 1927 — 
“I'pslde Down” Pangborn 
was the first pilot to ever fly 
the Pacific nonstop in a single 
engine plane. 

It actually wos a greater 
and more hazardous flight 
than Lindbergh’s crossing of 
the Atlantic but Lindbergh’s 
flight came first. Pangborn 
flew nonstop from Seattle to 
Tokyo and that's a lot of 
water to cover. 

Pangborn deserved more 


fame than he got in his life¬ 
time but then how many of 
you can name the astronaut 
who manned the space ship 
when Neal Armstrong made 
the first landing on the moon? 
It pays to be first in anything.

DUNCAN — Ten employees 
of 79-year-old Cowichan Val¬ 
ley Co-operative Society south 
of here, were fired today after 
they refused to return to 
work. 

During the past two days 
the workers, members of the 
Retail and Wholesale Depart¬ 
ment Store Union, have been 
conducting a study session — 
leaving the business in the 
hands of the manager, Walt 
Taylor, and his assistant, Len 
Phillips. 

On Nov. 5 the Cowichan co-, 
operative board announced 
the mill and hardware store 


would have to close its doors 
Dec. 31 because of an inabili¬ 
ty to meet more than $60,000 
in additional salaries and 
wage benefits demanded by 
the union in its new contract. 

On Monday the co-operative 
manager asked each of the 10 
employees if they were going 
to carry on with their jobs 
until Dec. 31, the day when 
the operation will close. 

He cautioned each worker 
that no reply to his question 
would amount to a negative 
answer. The manager told the 
Colonist Tuesday that none of 
the workers replied to his 
question. 

The union shop steward, 
Howard McConnell, told the

The Sydney Sun reported that Borg had been banned from 
further competition on the Australian circuit because of his 
lackadaisical performance at the New South Wales Tennis 
championships Monday.

Visser said Tuesday: “We 
have sympathized with the co¬ 
operative’s shaky financial 
situation from the beginning, 
and in return they have 
blamed us for the situation. 

“All we ask is that they 
give the employees the same 
recognition and wages that 
their competitor gives down 
the street. 

“We should not be blamed 
for the co-operative’s inability 
to run a business profitably,’’ 
said Visser. 


The competitor referred to 
is Buckerfield’s Ltd., only 
other major feed supplier in 
the Cowichan Valley. Em¬ 
ployees there are represented 
by the Canadian Food and Al¬ 
lied Workers Union. 

Before the final word Tues¬ 
day of the employees being 
fired, George Whittaker, se¬ 
cretary-treasurer of the 890- 
member co-operative, said 
had he anticipated the opera¬ 
tion would be locked up be¬ 
fore Dec. 31. 

“We’ve put up with these 
work stoppages for two days 
and we have told the em¬ 
ployees that if they won’t 
work until the closing date 
they can have their cheque* 
on Wednesday.” 

Taylor said Hie employees 
“are really hurting them¬ 
selves.'’ 

“Because they have individ¬ 
ually refused to carry out 
their assigned duties at this 
time they will now lose their 
severance pay.” He said if 
they had agreed to work until 
the lay-off date they would 
have been eligible immediate¬ 
ly for unemployment insur¬ 
ance and their severance pay. 

As far as the operation is 
concerned, the manager has 
halted all shipments of feed 
and equipment, and hopes to 
get the presenL stock cleared 
out as soon as possible.

OTTAWA U*P> A number 
of samples of hamburger con¬ 
taminated with poisonous or¬ 
ganisms have been uncovered 
in a health department sur¬ 
vey. 

'Hie department said Tues¬ 
day it found ^8 cases of sal¬ 
monella organisms in 897 
samples collected from 180 
stores in five provinces. 

Ilie rcjmrt contains the first 
results of an investigation of 
bacterial quality in domes¬ 
tically-sold ground beef fol¬ 
lowing a November con¬ 
troversy regarding the safety 
of eating such meat. 

Tim 18 positive samples 
were found in seven stores, 
three of them in Toronto, two 
in Rurlinglon, Ont., and two 
in Montreal. The department 
said the level of contami¬ 
nation was low in all the sam¬ 
ple*. 

Rut the presence of sal¬ 
monella in raw food ‘ repre¬ 
sents a potential health haz¬ 
ard because of the possibility' 
of transferring su#*h contami¬ 
nation to other food.”

Aid asked 
for books 
in Canada 

OTTAWA (CP) — Canadian 
book publishers say they are 
desperate for government 
programs to offset growing 
domination of the publishing 
industry by I’nited States 
competitors.

Islets ‘off-limits 9 to whites 


Three islands off the coast 
of Oak Bay have been de¬ 
clared off limits to the white 
man. 

Discovery Island and the 
Chatham Islands, owned by 
the Songhees Indian band, 
will remain closed “until the 
provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments get their heads to- 
getlier and provide us with 
compensation at our price." 
Chief John Albany announced 
Tuesday. 

Albany also had strong 


words for Premier Barrett, 
who has proposed the develop¬ 
ment of 90 acres of Discovery 
Island as a provincial park. 

“If Barrett * thinks he’s 
*tgoing to get 90 acres of our 
latod he's got another think 
coming," the chief said. 

Albany said the 166 Songh- 
ecs are “getting tired of 
crowded conditions" in 
Greater Victoria and many of 
them plan to move^lback to 
the islands and start building 
up the reserve. 


“We aren’t allowing any 
more trespassers — no more 
duck shooting, clam digging 
or fishing on our islands. 

“And if the Oak Bay 
marina intends to continue 
taxiing people out to Discov¬ 
er^ Island, they better come 
get them out of the water be¬ 
fore the tide comes in." 

Albany did not say what he 
would consider fair compen¬ 
sation for white peoples’ use 
of the islands, but he empha¬ 


sized the government would 
“have to meet our price.” 

The southern 150 acres of 
Discovery Island were be¬ 
queathed to the provincial 
government by long-time resi¬ 
dent Capt. E. G. Beaumont in 
1967, but the Indians have 
maintained there are no of¬ 
ficial documents to indicate 
that the land ever passed out 
of Songhees hands. 

In the past, Albany has fre¬ 
quently complained of visitors 
to the island who have dam¬ 


aged Indian gra\cyards and 
stolen artifacts. 

He warned that “effective 
immediately" any trespassers 
on the islands will be greeted 
by Indians who will impose 
fines and “confiscate their 
boats or whatever they bring 
with them." 

He did not specify how the 
no-visiting ban will be en¬ 
forced but he expects violent 
confrontations will be unlikely 
as long as white jKxxple res¬ 
pect the Indians’ 'right to con¬ 
trol their own land."

There was no information 
available immediately on how 
the rollbacks would affect the 
price consumers pay for j>e- 
troleum products. 

Actual benefits for con¬ 
sumers resulting from the 
rollbacks would depend on 
several factors, including: 

• Geographical areas 
where rollbacks must be ap¬ 
plied. 

• The specific products de¬ 
signated to undergo price roll¬ 
backs. 

• Whether the rollbacks 
would be permanent, can¬ 
celling some price increases, 
or temporary, compensating 
for limited overcharges.

LONDON — Prime Minister Harold Wilson broke 
an unwritten rule Tuesday to assure Parliament that 
one of its members, John Stonehouse, was not under 
investigation as a security risk at the time of his 
disappearance Nov. 20 in Miami. 

Nor, declared the prime 
minister, was Stonehouse a 
Central Intelligence Agency 
agent. 

But Wilson was not able to 
shed any light on the fate of 
the 49-year-old parliamen¬ 
tarian who disappeared after 
leaving his Miami hotel room, 
saying he was going for a 
swim. 

"I have no information 
whatever about his disappear¬ 
ance,” Wilson said, "I only 
wish I had." 

Wilson had succumbed to a 
rising clamor to clear away 
some of the mystery over 
Stonehouse’s disappearance 
that has triggered lurid specu¬ 
lation in the British press and 
elsewhere. The clamor 
reached a i>eak Tuesday with 
press reports that Stonehouse 
had been a spy in the employ 
of the Czechs while serving as 
a minister in the 1964-1970 
Labor government, also head¬ 
ed by Wilson. 

In the wave of speculation 
following his disappearance, 
some have suggested that if 
Stonehouse was indeed a spy, 
it was for the CIA, and not foe 
the communists. 

That, said Miles Copeland, 
a former senior CIA official 
who has written books about 
the agency, is “utterly ludi¬ 
crous." Copeland suggested in 
London Tuesday that Stone¬ 
house. head of a large trading 
firm called Global Imex. had 
a number of business dealings 
with East European coun¬ 
tries, and. may have been 
questioned by Western in¬ 
telligence agencies "because 
everyone wants to know what 
is happening in Eastern 
Europe." 

Close associates reject spec¬ 
ulation that Stonehouse disap¬ 
peared voluntarily, either for 
business or personal reasons.

Mieras said another meet¬ 
ing with the school board and 
the government appointed 
mediator, Clark Gilmour, is 
planned for Thursday and he 
warned that if the board con¬ 
tinues to refuse the job securi¬ 
ty clause, "I’m afraid many 
of the students in the Nanai¬ 
mo school district will be*,en- 
ioying an extended Christmas 
vacation."

DUNCAN - Ten employees 
of 79-year-old Cowichan Val¬ 
ley Co-operative Society south 
of here, were fired today after 
they refused to return to 
work. 

During the past two days 
the workers, members of the 
Retail and Wholesale Depart¬ 
ment Store Union, have been 
conducting a study session — 
leaving the business in the 
hands of the manager, Walt 
Taylor, and his assistant, Len 
Phillips. 

On Nov. 5 the Cowichan co¬ 
operative board announced 
the mill and hardware store 
would have to close its doors 
Dec. 31 because of an inabili¬ 
ty to meet more than $60,000 
in additional salaries and 
wage benefits demanded by 
the union in its new contract. 

On Monday the co-operative 
manager asked each of the 10 
employees if they were going 
to carry on with their .jobs 
until Dec. 31, the day when 
the operation will close. 

He cautioned each worker 
that no reply to his question 
would amount to a negative 
answer. The manager told the 
Colonist Tuesday that none of 
the workers replied to his 
question. 

The union shop steward. 
Howard McConnell, told the 
Colonist Tuesday that em¬ 
ployees have been told to pick 
up their cheques today but, 
after consultations with union 
representative Red Visser of 
Vancouver, they have decided 
not to. 

The 10 workers, some who 
have worked for the store for 
13 years, will lose their sever¬ 
ance pay, two days’ pay for 
each year with the company. 

There will also be a delay of 
three weeks in addition to the 
regular two week waiting 
period for those fired em¬ 
ployees filing unemployment 
insurance claims since they 
were not laid off owing to a 
shortage of work. 

The employees were cer- 


Relations Board Aug. 29. Ne¬ 
gotiations between the union 
and management have been 
stalemated since November. 

Visser said Tuesday: "We 
have sympathized with the co¬ 
operative’s shaky financial 
situation from the beginning, 
and in return they have 
blamed us for the situation. 

“All we ask is that they 
give the employees the same 
recognition and wages that 
their comjietitor gives down 
the street. 

“We should not be blamed 
for the co-operative’s inability 
to run a business profitably.” 
said Visser. 

The competitor referred to 
is Buckerfield’s Ltd., only 
other major feed supplier in 
the Cowichan Valley. Em¬ 
ployees there are represented 
by the Canadian Food and Al¬ 
lied Workers Union. 

Before the final word Tues¬ 
day of the employees being 
fired, George Whittaker, se¬ 
cretary-treasurer of the 890- 
member co-operative, said 
had he anticipated the opera¬ 
tion would be locked up be¬ 
fore Dec. 31. 

"We’ve put up with these 
work stoppages for two days 
and we have told the em¬ 
ployees that if they won’t 
work until the closing date 
they can have their cheques 
on Wednesday.” 

Taylor said the employees 
“are really hurting them¬ 
selves." 

"Because they have individ¬ 
ually refused to carry out 


their assigned duties at this 
■time they will now lose their 
severance pay.” He said if 
they had agreed to work until 
the lay-off date they would 
have been eligible immediate¬ 
ly for unemployment insur¬ 
ance and their severance pay. 

As far as the operation is^* 
concerned, the manager has 
halted all shipments of feed 
and equipment, and hopes to 
get the present stock cleared 
out as soon as possible.

Connell is a boyish-looking 
Bostonian of 35 who is pres¬ 
ident of the Ogden Leisure 
Corp. and has become one of 
the nation’s biggest peddlers 
of jieanuts, popcorn and cold 
beer at sports events. 

"We are the largest,” Can¬ 
ned insists. "We have moved 
into an area once dominated 
by the Stevens Brothersy w-ho 
still’are very strong. We do 
$200 million in business a 
year.” 


Connell’s company provides 
concessions at five race 
tracks, including Suffolk 
Downs in Boston and Yonkers 
Raceway in New York, ski 
resorts, football stadiums. 
Buffalo Bills’ Rich Stadium, 
for one and such arenas as 
the new Capital Centre out¬ 
side of Washington, DC., the 
Civic Centre in Milwaukee 
and the yet-to-open Louisiana 
Sujicrdomc. 

"It’s not just a hamburger 
and hot dog business any 
more,” the young executive 
said. "The trend is more to¬ 


ward clam bars, pizzas, fancy 
Italian sausages and white 
table cloth restaurants where 
the service is from quick to 
elegant."

Board reject proposal 
for coastal authority 


COURTENAY Directors 
of the Comox-Strathcona Re¬ 
gion Board have decided not 
to support a resolution calling 
for establishment of a provin¬ 
cial coastal zone management 
authority. 

Major function of the au¬ 
thority would be to provide 
B.C. with a comprehensive 
program for the conservation 
and development of the natu¬ 
ral resources and. where 
practical the restoration of 
the natural resources of the 
coastal zone. 

The resolution, instigated 
by the Nanaimo Region 
Board, has also been rejected 
by the Powell River region 
board. 

Function of the authority as 
outlined by Nanaimo would 
be:

Setting up and supporting 
regional coastal zone authori¬ 
ties to interpret the provincial 
program in terms of local 
conditions. 

And co-ordinating all agen¬ 
cies involved in coastal zone 
authorities. 

Directors of the local dis¬ 
trict agreed with the reasons 
given by the Powell River 
group for rejection. They 
thought that creation of such 
an authority would tend to un¬ 
dermine that authority to the 
possible detriment of the 
areas which it is ostensibly in¬ 
tended to protect. 

The regional districts now 
have the authority and re¬ 
sponsibility for land use and 
development control of lands 
falling within their jurisdic¬ 
tion.

New artist hits Paris 
—her name? Picasso 


PARIS (UPI) - The new 
artist who has hit Paris is 
young, pretty and shy. And 
her name is Picasso. 

Marina Picasso, 25, grand¬ 
daughter of the late Pablo Pi¬ 
casso, made her debut Tues¬ 
day at the opening of her first 
exhibition of ceramic sculp¬ 
tures in the Matignon 34 Gal¬ 
lery. 

Miss Picasso said she never 
dreamed of trying her hand at 
painting: “That would be too 
difficult because of my grand¬ 
father. 

“But he did not make his 
original triumph in pottery,” 
she said, and this gave her 
the courage to design 27 sim¬ 


ple ceramic works in abstract 
or vase-like forms that she 
says do not echo her grand¬ 
father’s whimsical ceramics. 

To start under his name “is 
an advantage at the begin¬ 
ning,” she mused, "but the 
critics will judge me more se¬ 
verely. Each person must 
make his own personality, not 
a copy. That would not be 
honest.” 

Marina looks like a Picasso 
model — long, straight blonde 
hair, large round eyes, 
straight eyebrows. She is the 
daughter of Picasso’s only 
legal child, Paulo, and Emi- 
lienne Lotte, Paulo’s first 
wife. 


Miss Picasso frankly told 
how she became an artist to 
try. to get over a nervous 
depression caused by family 
wrangling and tragedies that 
followed Picasso’s death 20 
months ago. 

Marina and her brother, 
Pablito. have said they were 
prevented by Picasso's last 
wife, Jacqueline, from seeing 
their grandfather the last 10 
years of his life. After he died 
they, were barred from en¬ 
tering his home or going to 
his funeral and Pablito re¬ 
turned home in what he called 
despair to drink a bottle of 
laundry bleach. He died of the 
after-effects.

diapers, a report from the 
Consumer's Association of 
Canada said this w’eek. * 

By 1980, the percentage is 
expected to almost double. A 
full 60 per cent of diaper 
changes in Canada will in- 
volve disposable paper 
diapers, first introduced in 
1936. 

As with almost every mod¬ 
em “convenience", advertis¬ 
ing often makes it difficult for 
consumers to decide which 
disposable diaper is best suit¬ 
ed to their individual needs. 

After almost a year of re¬ 
search, the CAC believes it 
may have the answer, or at 
least part of the anwer. 

Disposable diapers, its re¬ 
port says, are the most expen¬ 
sive method of keeping a 
baby dry. costing between 
$3,39 and $9.15 for 80 diapers. 

In comparison, six dozen 
diapers a week from most 
diaper services (including 
those in Victoria) will cost be¬ 
tween $3 and $3.75. 

Washing your own comes 
considerably cheaper: Even 
including the initial invest¬ 
ment of about $6.50 a dozen 
for cloth diapers, the baby 
who goes through six dozen 
diapers a week (accounting 
for two trips to the laundro¬ 
mat to wash the three dozen 
diapers most families buy) 
will cost his parents only an 
average of $2 a week for one 
year. . 

Washing at home is even 
less expensive. * 

The question of ecology is a 
difficult one in the diaper 
area: Pollution experts, CAC 
reported, say it is impossible 
to state categorically that 
flushing disposables into the 
sewage systems of Canada’s 
cities and towns is more 
harmful to the environment 
than the detergent or soap 
used to wash cloth diapers 
streaming into the water¬ 
ways. 

Such being the case, eco¬ 
logy-minded families can 
choose between cloth and dis¬ 
posable diajiers without trou¬ 
bling their consciences much 
about whether the method 
they select is "better” than 
the others. 

For those who select the 
disposable method, the 
parents in the CAC survey 
rated seven of the most com¬ 
mon brands. 

Proctor and Gamble's 
Pampers were the disposable 
most preferred. 

Ranging from a low of $4.51 
to a high of $8.73 for 80 
diapers (prices vary accord¬ 
ing to size and absorbency, 
Pampers were judged easy to 
put on and remove, less apt to 
tear than most, least likely to 
leak and most likely to pro¬ 
vide a good fit.

not always absorbent enough 
to actually last all night, but 
the absorbency rate for all 
other grades was found to be 
good in laboratory tests. 

Disposal is relatively easy, 
requiring the user to peel the 
protective outer plastic sheet 
partly away from the rest of 
the diaper, dunking the diaper 
in the toilet and flushing, then 
disposing of the remaining 
plastic sheet and liner in the 
garbage. 

No pins are required lor 
Pampers and the plastic tabs 
holding them in place can be 
used more than once. 

Domtar Ltd.’s Comfees rat¬ 
ed second in the CAC tests. 
Again, no pins are required, 
absorption capability is high, 
the diapers are easy to put on 
and remove, have above 
average tear resistance, and 
leaking and spilling is mini¬ 
mal. 

Ranging in price from $4.36 
to $7.68, Comfees lost points 
in the disposal field. The CAC 
report said Comfees and two 
other brands were reported 
“more difficult to dispose of 
than most.” 

Disposal of Comfees in¬ 
volves either tossing the 
whole diaper into the garbage 
or incinerator or flushing only 
the loose matter and absor¬ 
bent layer down the toilet: the 
plastic backing and the lining

LONDON (Reuter) — As 
women shed their traditional 
female roles they may also 
shorten their life expectancy, 
a British government survey 
says. 

A girl born in 1974 can ex¬ 
pect to live 75 years com¬ 
pared with a boy’s 69. But the 
increase of smoking by 
women has been accompanied 
by a rise in lung cancer. 

As women move towards 
more traditional male pat¬ 
terns. there may be a tend¬ 
ency for them to suffer the 
same complaints and acci¬ 
dents and for their life expect¬ 
ancy to move mote in line 
with that of men, said the an¬ 
nual survey Social Trends, 
issued by the statistics office 
here. 

"Although women can ex¬ 
pect to live longer than men 
at the moment, they do not 
necessarily have a healthier 
life.” it said. 

There also was evidence to 
suggest women might suffer a 
higher incidence of mental 
illness than men, the report 
added.

The diaper cannot lie 
flushed down the toilet; man¬ 
ufacturer’s recommendations 
call for shaking loose matter 
into the toilet and throwing 
the rest of the diajier in the 
garbage. 

Pampers, Comfees and 
Sears Soft were all rated 
above average by the CAC. 

Kendall Co. Ltd.’s Curity 
diapers were rated fourth in 
the survey, tying Scott 
Paper's Baby Scott products 
for that slot. 

Curity was reported to have 
a price range between $3.97 
and $7.66, the diaper was re¬ 
ported unlikely either to shred 
or stick to the baby’s skin. 

Absorbency is rated 
average but disposal is on a 
par with Comfees. that is. 
more difficult than most. Like 
Sears Soft, Curity cannot be 
flushed, but must be shaken 
into the toilet, then thrown in 
the garbage. 

Baby Scott diapers were 
rated equal to Curity in most 
regards, though prices were 
slightly lower ($3.44 to $5.73. 
but requiring a s|>ecial pair of 
rubber pants, priced at about 
70 cents). 

Baby Scott was rated tops 
in absorbency, but that plus 
was offset by its being found 
’ to leak and spill more than 
any other brand tested. 

Because the diaper has no 
plastic lining, disposal is sim¬ 
ple. The entire diaper can be 
flushed. 

S.S. Kresge Co.’s K-Mart 
brand was raled sixth, being 
judged more difficult to put on 
and remove than most, more 
apt to leak and spill and more 
likely to tear. 

Ranging in price from $3.79 
to $6.05, it was found to be- the 
least adequate in conforming 
to the baby's body. 

Disposal involves removing 
the plastic outer liner and 
flushing the remainder of the 
diaper. 

Facelle Co.’s Flushabyes 
were the only brand rated 
below average by the CAC 
survey, being cited as one of 
three most difficult to dispose 
of. 

Cbsi ranged from $3.39 to 
$3.59. 

Flushabyes have no protec¬ 
tive plastic lining, must be 
held in place with pins, were 
rated low in absorption quali¬ 
ty, tore most often, tended to 
shred and stick more often 
than others ana was the only 
product where any significant 
incidence of rash was noted.

Islets ‘ off-limits 9 


to whites 


Three islands off the coast 
of Oak Bay have been de¬ 
clared off limits to the white 
man. 

Discovery Island and the 
Chatham Islands, owned by 
the Songhees Indian band, 
will remain closed “until the 
provincial and federal govern¬ 
ments get their heads to¬ 
gether and provide us with 
compensation at our price." 
Chief John Albany announced 
Tuesday. 

Albany also had strong 


words for Premier Barrett, 
who has proposed the develop¬ 
ment ol 90 acres of Discovery 
Island as a provincial park. 

“If Barrett thinks he’s 
going to get 90 acres of our 
land lie’s got another think 
coming," the chief said. 

Albany said the 166 Songh- 
ecs are “getting tired of 
crowded conditions” in 
Greater Victoria and many of 
them plan to move back to 
the islands and start building 
up the reserve. 


“We aren’t allowing any 
more trespassers no more, 
duck shooting, clam digging 
or fishing on our islands. 

“And if the Oak Bay 
marina intends tof continue 
taxiing j>eople ou{/to Discov¬ 
ery Island, they better come 
get them out of the water be¬ 
fore the tide comes in." 

Albany did not say what he 
would consider fair compen¬ 
sation for white peoples’ use 
of the islands, but he empha¬ 


sized the government would 
"have to meet our price.” 

The southern 150 acres ul 
Discovery Island were be¬ 
queathed to the provincial 
government by long-time resi¬ 
dent Capt. E. G. Beaumont in 
1967, but the Indians have 
maintained there are no of¬ 
ficial documents to indicate 
that the land ever passed out 
of Songhees hands. 

In the past, Albany has fre¬ 
quently complained of visitors 
to the island who have dam¬ 


aged Indian graveyards and 
stolen artifacts. 

He warned that “effective 
immediately" any trespassers 
on the islands will be greeted 
by Indians who will impose 
fines and “confiscate their 
boats or whatever they bring 
with them." 

He did not specify how the 
no-visiting ban >vill be en¬ 
forced but he expects violent 
confrontations will be unlikely 
as long as white people res¬ 
pect the Indians’ "right to con¬ 
trol Iheir own land."

Oil companies 
to roll back 
by $77 million 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The United States 
federal energy administration has obtained price 
rollbacks totalling about $77 million to correct alleged 
overcharging on petroleum products by 14 oil com¬ 
panies, a spokesman said Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (CP) Sen¬ 
ator Henry Jackson of Wash¬ 
ington accuses the United 
States government of taking 
an "unreasonable" position 
with Canada in asking the Ca¬ 
nadian government to cut the 
price of oil exported to the 
U.S. 


Asked in a TV interview 
why the U.S. could not apply 
“ reasonable pressure” on 
Canada and other oil-supply¬ 
ing nations, Jackson replied: 

“We sure looked foolish put¬ 
ting the pressure on the Cana¬ 
dians. We asked the Canadi¬ 
ans to roll back the price of 
their oil. Do you know what 
the Canadians told us? ‘Look, 
all we’re charging-is what you 
permit your producers to get 
on unregulated oil.’ ” 

The Canadian position “cer¬ 
tainly is" .justifiable, Jackson 
said. 


In addition, the FEA wiped 
off the companies’ books 
about $375 million in claimed 
costs that otherwise might 
have been passed through to 
customers in price increases, 
he said. 

The spokesman said S17.5 
million in rollbacks were or¬ 
dered by the FEA: 

• $10 million for Standard 
Oil of Ohio. 

• $600,000 for Mobil Oil Co. 

• $6.9 million for Exxon. 

The remaining rollbacks 

and reductions of claimed 
costs were accomplished 
" through consent agreements 
and voluntary adjustments, 
he said. The spokesman said 
the rollbacks and reductions 
would have been the same if 
orders had been issued. 

There was no information 
available immediately on how 
the rollbacks would affect the 
price consumers pay for pe¬ 
troleum products. 

Actual benefits for con¬ 
sumers resulting from’ the 
rollbacks would depend on 
several factors, including: 

• Geographical areas 
where rollbacks must be aj»- 
plied. 

• The specific products de¬ 
signated to undergo price roll¬ 
backs. 

• Whether the rollbacks 
would be permanent, can¬ 
celling some price increases, 
or temporary, compensating 
for limited overcharges.

LONDON — Prime Minister Harold Wilson broke 
an unwritten rule Tuesday to assure Parliament that 
one of its members, John Stonehouse, was not under 
investigation as a security risk at the time of his 
disappearance Nov. 20 in Miami. 

Nor, declared the prime 
minister, was Stonehouse a 
Central Intelligence Agency 
agent. 

But Wilson was not able to 
shed any light on the fate of 
the 49-vear-old parliamen¬ 
tarian who disappeared after 
leaving his Miami hotel room, 
saying he was going for a 
swim. 

"I have no information 
whatever about his disappear¬ 
ance," Wilson said. “I only 
wish I had." 

Wilson had succumbed to a 
rising clamor to clear away 
some of the mystery over 
Stonehouse’s disappearance 
that has triggered lurid specu¬ 
lation in the British press and 
elsewhere. The clamor 
reached a peak Tuesday with 
press reports that Stonehouse 
had been a spy in the employ 
of the Czechs while serving as 
a minister in the 1964-1970 
Labor government, also head¬ 
ed by Wilson. 

In the wave of speculation 
following his disappearance, 
some have suggested that if 
Stonehouse was indeed a spy, 
it was for the CIA. and not for 
the communists. 

That, said Miles Copeland, 
a former senior. CIA official 
who has written books about 
the agency, is “utterly ludi¬ 
crous." Copeland suggested in 
London Tuesday that Stone¬ 
house, head of a large trading 
firm called Global Imex. had 
a number of business dealings 
with East European coun¬ 
tries, . and may have been 
questioned by Western in¬ 
telligence agencies “because 
everyone wants to know* what 
is happening in Eastern 
Europe.” 

Close associates reject spec¬ 
ulation that Stonehouse disap¬ 
peared voluntarily, either for 
business or personal reasons.

A .'7-year-old Langford man 
was in good condition Tues¬ 
day in Victoria General Hos¬ 
pital after a fast-moving- res¬ 
cue effort thut brought him 
burns and a broken foot but 
got his two young sons to 
safety as their home burned 
around them. 

Langford fire department 
siiokesmen estimated damage 
to the $47,000 home at 1080 
Pen wood, which Richard and 
Joan Life and their sons 
moved into Dec. 1 at between 
$10,00 and $12,000 and no one 
else was hurt. _ 

The spokesmen said the fire 
apparently began from a ciga¬ 
rette in a chesterfield in the 
living room. 

The rigarette smouldered 
until 3:30 a.m., when Life was 
awakened by the smell or 
smoke. He decided against an 
immediate evacuation out the 
window for his wife and their 
sons, who were in a room 
across the hall from the main 
bedroom, because it was a 
12-foot drop from the window 
to a concrete pad. 

Life jumped out the window 
himself and kicked in a base¬ 
ment door below, breaking 
bones in one foot either in the 
jump or the kicking. He got a 
ladder from the basement and 
put it up to his bedroom win¬ 
dow, climbing up in a hurry. 

His wife went down the lad¬ 
der as Life crossed the hall to 
get his sons, suffering bums 


to his fate, hands and chest 
on route. All three then fol¬ 
lowed, Mrs. Life down the lad¬ 
der to safety.

Aylen said he was pleased 
with Munro’s telephone call 
later in the day. 

Munro told him, he said, 
that he was very much op¬ 
posed to the projiosal and the 
wav it was handled. 

Munro conceded there was 
a case for a modest increase, 
Aylen went on. but not 50 per 
cent. "He told me he had 
taken it up in caucus and 
would speak out against it 
again.

Local bodyshops to retain $2 surcharge 


Victoria motorists unlucky, or unskilful, 
enough to get their fenders dented will have 
to keep paying a $2 an hour surcharge to the 
area’s body shops to get those dents re¬ 
paired. 

That unpleasant possibility became a cer¬ 
tainty Tuesday, when the government-owned 
Insurance Corporation of British Columbia 
adopted a take'-it-or-leave-it position on its 
offer of $15.50 an hour for repair work under 
Autoplan, the corporation’s provincial auto 
insurance scheme. 

That offer was rejected Monday night by 
25 Victoria body shops at a meeting of the 
Automotive Retailers' Association to which 
most area body shops belong. 

Only four of the 29 body shops represented 
at Monday's association meeting voted to ac¬ 
cept the latest ICBC offer which w'ould give 


the shops a $1.50 an hour raise over the 
present $14 hourly rate. 

Nine other area shops, also members of 
the association were not represented at the 
meeting, according to Denis Butner, Victoria 
auto body shop chairman of the retailers’ as¬ 
sociation. 

Butner said the members of his association 
would not accept anything less than $16 an 
hour fqr Ixxly work, then added that rate 
would go up again May 1, when new labor 
contracts take effect. 

Local body shops, he said, will continue to 
levy a $2 an hour surcharge — payable by 
the individual motorists, since ICBC will not 
pick up the tab until at least Jan. 1. 

If tlic government then puts the $15.50 
rate into effect across the province, the local 
surcharge will fall to 50 cents an hour. 
Butner said — at least until May 1. 


"There is no way we can afford to work 
lor less than the full $16," Butner told report¬ 
ers Tuesday. 

ICBC, meanwhile, announced through a 
spokesman it would not pay the $^6 rate. 

Victoria shops will get no better an offer 
than the prevailing rate in most B.C. cities, 
spokesman A1 Hunter said. 

Only isolated areas, such as Port Hardy, 
will be offered a special rate, Hunter said, 
ruling out the possibility of a $16 an hour rate 
for Victoria body shops. 

Nor would ICBC attempt to negotiate with 
the association, Hunter said, as the contracts 
w-ere signed between the insurance corpora¬ 
tion and the individual body shops. 

The association is “not a union and we do 
not intend to bargain with them," Hunter 
told reporters. 

So it goes, as ICBC began die task of 
approaching body shops on an individual 


basis, asking each to sign contracts for the 
$15.50 rate. 

A preliminary survey Monday, Hunter 
said, showed 10 area body shops willing to 
accept the new rate, four rejecting it out-of¬ 
hand and 20 non-commital. The owners of the 
other four area shops could not be reached 
for the survey, he added. 

The Monday survey was an opinion poll, 
not an offer of a contract, the ICBC spokes¬ 
man added; the approaches offering the con¬ 
tract began Tuesday, with each body shop 
being offered the new rate. 

The Monday poll was conducted province¬ 
wide, Hunter said, and results showed. pre¬ 
liminary acceptance of the new rate in the 
Lower Mainland. Vernon, Trail, Port Albemi, 
Kamloops, Cranbrook, Williams Lake and 
Kelowna. 

The corporation will likely make a new', 
higher offer in July, he added.

Foulkes report 
misrepresented 


The Foulkes report on 
health security m B.C. has 
been publicly misrepresented, 
its author complained Tues¬ 
day. 

"It’s been said that my re¬ 
port advocates a massive bu¬ 
reaucracy," Dr. Richard 
Foulkes said, while it really 
push-M for community control 
of health care within a new 
(regional) system. 

Government involvement in 
all facets of life has become 
more prevalent, Foulkes said, 
as society demands more and 
more government services. 

To arrest that trend without 


jeopardizing services, Foulkes 
said, he is suggesting that 
control be taken from the 
hands of the "silent but pow- 
erful” bureaucrats and placed 
with professionals and citi¬ 
zens at the local level. 

Foulkes said his recommen¬ 
dations for change are 
"pretty radical" and imple¬ 
menting them might imt too 
heavy a burden on the politi¬ 
cians. 

To carry out his recommen¬ 
dations would require a 
“great deal of money and ab¬ 
solute commitment" by the 
government, Foulkes said.

“aren’t telling us the whole 
truth -- they’re pulling the 
wool over our eyes,” said 
Foulkes, director of the health 
security branch of the provin¬ 
cial health department.

Punishment plan extended

The B.C. Corrections 
Branch will be extending a 
trial system of making ihe 
punishment fit the crime to 
nine centres in the new year, 
including Victoria. 

The system, called the com¬ 
munity work service pro¬ 
gram, has been operating on 
a limited wale in Courtenay 
for nearly two years. 

Tony Sheridan, executive 
director of the community 
corrections division, said it 
will be extended next year to 
Prince Rupert, Vernon, Co¬ 
quitlam. Prince George. Ab¬ 
botsford, Campbell River, 
New* Westminster, Victoria 
and Vancouver. 


He said the program con¬ 
centrates on crime in two 
areas, against personal or 
corporate properties, and 
against the community, and 
basically puts the f criminal to 
work for the victim. 

A shoplifter, for example, 
might be ordered to serve a 
certain amount of time work¬ 
ing in the store he stole from. 

“It lets; the person see the 
effect of his stealing, or what¬ 
ever,” Sheridan said. "He 
sees that he’s committing a 
crime against people, rather 
than an impersonal corpora¬ 
tion.” 

He said the program is de¬ 


signed for people put on pro¬ 
bation, usually first or second 
offenders, and that it isn’t 
workable unless the offender 
wants to participate. 

Sheridan said ihe correc¬ 
tions branch wants to see 
judges refer offenders to the 
program, but not to a specific 
type of work. 

He suggested details could 
be worked <;ut by community 
service suiiervisors. A govern¬ 
ment order-in-council passed 
in November gives the branch 
authorily to hire the sujier- 
visors. 

Chief provincial court judge 
L. C. Brahan said in an inter¬ 
view Tuesday he thinks the 


basic program is an excellent 
idea and he hopes the commu¬ 
nities will respond. 

’But he said the program is 
"fraught with many difficul¬ 
ties." And it will need the full 
co-operation of the communi¬ 
ties concerned to provide the 
work. 

Another problem, he 
suggested, was the extra work 
binxien put on the person in 
charge of the program. He 
said he will not permit proba¬ 
tion officers to make decisions 
on what work the offenders 
will do, although the officers 
should make recommen¬ 
dations to the court. 

He said deciding what work 


should be done was part of 
the serrtenr ing process. 

“That has to remain solely 
within the discretion of the 
judge," he added. 

He said a judge’s sentence 
can be appealed,' but there 
would be no appeal against 
the decision ol a probation of¬ 
ficer. 

The program is part of a 
five-year reform of provincial 
corrections services an¬ 
nounced earlier this year by 
Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald. 

Sheridan said it was mo¬ 
delled on programs that have 
been in effect in Great Britain 
for the past three years. 


can even use those services 
often because the poor 
aren’t demanding their share 
because of the cost. 

A 1971 Saskatchewan study 
showed, Foulkes said, that de¬ 
terrent fees deny doctors’ ser¬ 
vices to those who need them 
most — particularly those 
with large families. 

And, he added, studies by 
the Quebec government show 
that the present system of fi¬ 
nancing medical care favors 
the "well-off, not the poor.” 

Banks told a meeting of the 
Victoria General Hospital 
board last month that medi¬ 
care premiums are "too low" 
and said it is unfortunate that 
deterrent fees have been 
abandoned because they are 
politically uni>opular. 

Banks, past president of the 
Canadian and British Medical 
Associatioas, told the board 
that medicare premiums 
should bo tied to the cost of 
living and said that covering 
medical insurance from gen¬ 
eral provincial revenue, as 
Saskatchewan does, is a mis¬ 
take. 

Banks also said hospital co- 
insurance should not be aban¬ 
doned. but Foulkes called the 
$l-a-day hospital charge “pa¬ 
tently stupid.”

Foulkes suggested that 
medical costs should be paid 
out of general revenue and 
explained that although most 
people believe everyone is 
covered by medicare, some 
residents of northern commu¬ 
nities are not. 

Even in Victoria, he said, a 
physician with a practice 
among native people, new im¬ 
migrants and the poor 
couldn’t make a living on a 
fee-for-service basis because 
a large percentage of his pa¬ 
tients weren’t covered by me¬ 
dicare. 

In one northern B.C. com¬ 
munity. about 35 per cent of 
the area residents aren’t cov¬ 
ered by the universal medi¬ 
care plan, he said. 

“These are the kinds of 
things that Peter Banks is not 
considering,” Foulkes said. 
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
